NAMED TO SERVE ON THE JOHN B, BROWN MEMORIAL TROPHY committee by the Board 
are the following: Lyle V. Springer, Chairman, Directors James H. Quisenberry 
and Joe Keefauver, and Fieldmen Jess Cooper, Vern Kerchberger, and Doug 
Wood. The herdsman winning the trophy is selected by the committee on the 
basis of his contribution to the exhibition and breeding of Angus cattle. 


NOMINATIONS FOR THIS TROPHY can be made by any member of the Association. These 
nominations should be forwarded to a member of the committee for consideration. 
Any herdsman employed by a membership herd of registered Angus is eligible. 
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A DISPLAY CASE FOR TROPHIES AND HISTORICAL MATERIAL now holds a featured place 
in the national office building. Of keen interest to visitors and everyone 
interested in the Blacks, the case holds numerous items tracing the early 
history of the breed in the U.S. as wellas mementos of Association progress. 


NOMINATIONS FOR CANDIDATES AS DELEGATES TO THE 76th annual convention should 
have been mailed tothe national office by August 1. In a few days, sometime 
after August 15, members of the Association will receive official ballots for 
electing delegates. Be sure to fill out your ballot properly and accurately 

and return it to the office before October l. 


ACCORDING TO THE BY-LAWS OF THE ASSOCIATION each state and territory of the U.S., 
andthe Dominion of Canada, constitutes a district. Each district is entitled 
to one delegate and one alternate; and one additional delegate and alternate 
for every 100 members residing in the district. Each district having more than 
25 members, but not more than 150 members, is entitled totwo delegates and 
two alternates. The number of delegates is determined by the number of 

members from each district on April 30 of the current year,

HERD CLASSIFICATION UNDER THE GROUP PLAN is growing in popularity with groups in 
Missouri and Louisiana in process fornearfuture. These plans are sponsored 


by the respective state associations. 


TOTAL NUMBER OFANGUS CLASSIFIEDTO DATE is 15,235 animals in 246 herds represent- 
ing 33 states. At present over 50 other herds are in process. Continuous 
receipt of applications for classification is a good indication of program's 

popularity with cattlemen. 


INITIAL CLASSIFICATION ISIMPORTANT, BUT SUBSEQUENT classification of cattle reach- 
ing the minimum age requirement is more significant if members are to take 
full advantage of the program. Herd Classification is a program designed 
to be used by breeders over a period of years, not as a "one-shot" rating 

of a herd. 


BREEDERS CANNOT EXPECT CLASSIFICATION SCORES to improve their herds. The classi- 
fication scores alone do not make herdimprovement, The breeder who utilizes 
the scores in planning and analyzing his herd's faults and strong points is 
the one who will make improvement through the use of the scores. Herd 
Classification is intended for the progressive breeder, and helping him im- 

prove his herd is the sole aim of the program.

Smith Drops $1,000,000 Suit 


Against American Angus Association 


Ralph L. Smith, Mission Hills, Kan- 
sas, requested the Circuit Court of Bu- 
chanan County, Missouri, to dismiss his 
suit for $1,000,000 against the American 
Angus Association, St. Joseph, on June 
18, 1959. The suit was filed on January 
7, 1959, following the barring of his 
heifer Jilava of RLS 7 from the Inter- 
national Livestock Exposition. Permis- 
sion was granted by Judge Emmett J. 
Crouse for the dismissal of the suit with 
prejudice, which means that it cannot be 
re-filed against the Association. 


On February 6 Mr. Smith was denied 
a temporary injunction against the As- 
sociation to permit Jilava to compete in 
other shows. During a hearing on March 
12 the Association’s board of directors 
permanently barred her from further 
competition under the rule on “Unethical 
Fitting and Showing of Cattle”. At this 
time the board terminated the suspen- 
sion of Mr. Smith as an exhibitor. 


Mr. Smith was invited to appear in 
person before the board on June 11, but 
was prevented from appearing due to 
doctor’s advice, having returned the pre- 


vious day from the Mayo Clinic. He 
was represented by counsel. 


A letter to the Association’s counsel 
confirmed Mr. Smith’s physical condi- 
tion and stated that he had instructed 
his counsel to obtain the dismissal of the 
lawsuit. The letter also pointed out that 
Mr. Smith fully understood neither he nor 
any of his employees had been personally 
accused of unethically fitting the heifer. 
He had assured the board that he would 
support its efforts to enforce the un- 
ethical fitting rule. 


The board concluded that the best in- 
terests of the Association were served 
by accepting Mr. Smith’s letter of ex- 
planation and disciplinary action against 
him as a member was not deemed neces- 
sary. In so doing the board reaffirmed 
its determination to continue enforcing 
the rule on unethical fitting, and all 
other rules and regulations of the Asso- 
ciation. 

A letter from Lewis B. Pierce, presi- 
dent of the Association, was sent to the 
entire membership on June 20 explain- 
ing the board’s position on the matter 
and also explaining its action.

FROM THE GREAT PLAINS... 

Kansas Angus breeders paid a fitting 
tribute to the growth of the breed when 
they thronged to the Little Walnut 
Ranch of Byron Stout and Son near 
Leon, Saturday, June 6. This year’s field 
day was officially proclaimed Kansas 
Angus day by Governor George Docking 
in honoring the 85th year of the breed’s 
expansion in this country. 

Favored with ideal weather, an en 
thusiastic crowd relaxed in the setting of 
a practical beef cattle operation and 
heard discussed important phases of the 
industry. Upon arrival, the visitors 
were guided on a tour of the registered 
Aberdeen-Angus herd by Jess Cooper, 
field representative of the American 
Angus Association. Bob Miller, May- 
etta, Kansas, discussed the outstanding 
calf crop. 

In charge of the judging contest which 
followed was James Sturdevant, Butler 
County Agricultural Agent. Don Good 
and Lot Taylor of Kansas State Univer- 
sity, made the official placings. 

Following a barbecue luncheon in a 
grove on the ranch, Phil Ljungdahl, 
Miami, Oklahoma, introduced various 
guests and speakers. Frank Richards, 
secretary of the American Angus Asso- 
ciation, outlined the rapid expansion of 
the breed in recent years and gave rea- 
sons for its continued growth. Foremost 
are the premium prices Angus cattle 
command on the open market. 

Dale Engler, manager of Ramsey 
Ranch, Eldorado, Kansas, gave an in- 
teresting discussion on “How I Pick Our 
Bulls”. Mr. Engler has increased the 
productivity of a large commercial An- 
gus operation through the use of per- 
formance records. This year’s calf crop 
has been contracted for 44 cents a pound. 
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The National Association now has a 
trophy case in the office. Many items 
of early history have been assembled and 
will prove to be of real interest to office 
visitors. One of the first pieces of breed 
promotion literature bears the date of 
April, 1906. It is over the signature of 
Thomas McFarlane, Secretary, and 
shows that 2,000 copies were ordered for 
distribution. This pamphlet carries a 
speech of the Hon. L. H. Kerrick, one of 
the best known feeders at that time. His 
speech was delivered before the Cook 
County Teachers Association, and the 
subject is one that impressed me, and is 
certainly applicable today “There is 
nothing we need so often to be told as 
what we already know, or think we 
know”. How true, how true! Those of 
us who live this Angus business every 
day, do not spread the message of the 
outstanding merits of our breed often 
enough. We must remember there are 
literally millions of people who do not 
recognize the beef producing qualities of 
Angus, and we should never miss an op- 
portunity to acquaint people with these 
facts. 

Mr. Kerrick says, “In breeding cattle 
for beef, the constant effort is to get 
animals of good beef form that is, 
with such frame and contour of body as 
may carry a goodly load of thick beef 
and carry it on those parts where beef 
is most valuable. 

“Now suppose I find in my herd a 
youngster endowed with all these good 
beef-making qualities. I shall want more 
like him. How can I make sure of get- 
ting him? In one way only! If there 
is a record of his ancestry I can from it 
learn what sire got him and what cow 
was his mother. Thus it is by record 
and by record only, that we can find 
where the good ones come from. So you 
have, very briefly, what is meant by a 
pedigree, and just a suggestion as to its 
value.” 

For 53 years, since that was written, 
breeders have made selections from their 
best producing bulls and cows, but at no 
time has this information been incorpor- 
ated as part of the pedigree or tabula- 
tion of the animal. If such had been a 
part of a breeder’s record, it would have 
been most helpful to him in giving in- 
formation to a prospective buyer. Angus

would have been bought and sold on pro- 
duction records and no doubt many of 
the fads and fancies which have been a 
part of our breed would never have been 
recognized. Good or bad, our breed 
would have gone forward on sound pro- 
duction practices. This information can 
now become a part of a breeder’s rec 
ords through herd classification and 
performance testing and ten years from 
now, those who take advantage of com- 
piling this information may be in a 
favorable sales position. 

Mr. Kerrick cited several quotes from 
livestock publications of that date. “It 
is not possible for everybody to attain 
perfect success with herds for not every 
man has the natural liking for stock 
that is essential. A close study of in- 
dividuals, however, will be the means of 
increasing the profits of the herd.” Thus, 
the “eye-of-the-master” still, and always 
will be, an important point in a herd’s 
development. Maybe some rules remain 
constant! 

He further quoted, “Blood will tell, 
but the choicest breeding will prove 
abortive unless the offspring of great 
sires are properly fed and cared for. 
Study market and nutritive values of 
feed stuffs thoroughly, for success in 
feeding lies in knowing feed values and 
the individual needs of the animal.” 

The speaker concluded his talk to the 
teachers by saying, “Cattle feeding 
pedagogy will have this advantage over 
the kind my hearers practice: You may 
exhaust your science on a boy, and, after 
all, being a self-conscious and free-willed 
animal, he may choose to do no good. 
But if you wi!l breed a steer as I have 
taught you, he will make a prime beef. 
He doesn’t know how to be or do else.” 

These words from one of the early 
exhibitors at the International further 
proves the early founders of the Angus 
breed fully appreciated the many natural 
profitable beef producing attributes of 
our great breed. During the intervening 
years, hundreds of progressive breeders 
and feeders have earnestly tried to im- 
prove those qualities. Those of us today 
can do no less than to try and improve 
their record. As the 1960 show season ap- 
proaches may each of us see that our 
“show-window” is again well lighted for 
fair and exposition visitors. 


“Guarantee the customer’s complete 
satisfaction with the bulls you sell him 
and you will do the best job merchandis- 
ing Angus,” was the comment of Joe 
Lemley, San Angelo, Texas. John Dray- 
ton, Wood Lake, Nebraska, outlined care- 


fully the steps followed in producing 
reputation feeder calves. He started with 
the selection of his herd sire prospects as 
weanling calves, their care until turned 
into the herd, and the further manage-

DAVID M. HALLAM of Monmouth, 
Illinois, secretary-treasurer of the War- 
ren-Henderson Association— 

It is doubtful, I think, if the purebred 
cattle industry could have made the 
great strides of the past quarter cen- 
tury without state, district and county 
association sales. They have often been 
a source of breed promotion in their 
areas. They are necessary, also, as a 
means by which smaller breeders may 
dispose of breeding stock. 

Today sales of breeding stock face 
problems. The high sale costs and sheer 
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number of sales competing for the pur- 
chasers’ dollars demand that quality be 
higher and run deeper in the average 
sale. This is easier in the case of State 
Associations where many cattle are 
available for selection. Perhaps two or 
more smaller associations may  ad- 
vantageously join forces in an effort to 
present better cattle in larger numbers 
than is possible in the case of small 
district associations and in this way 
attract more buyers. 

There is, I think, an increasing trend 
toward the average association sale at- 
tracting less buyers from great distances 
and with more cattle selling locally. This 
is not in itself bad but is rather a 
challenge for effective breed 
promotion by local associations in their 
respective areas in order that demand 
may be increased. 

The breed needs the association sale 
and study should be given to its prob- 
lems.

A most unusual year, agriculturally. 
Crops far advanced in the northern 
part of the corn belt, retarded in 
southern sections. Some areas too 
much moisture, some drouth in the 
northern plains states; a wet May, a 

_ . dry June, a cool 
vet ae July. And some 
joker who spe- 
cializes in long 
range weather 
forecasting pre- 
dicts frost in 
August. 


Soft» corn in 
the corn states, 
with the big increase in acre- 
age this year, would make for one of 
the wildest commercial cattle markets 
yet experienced. So far there seems 
to be a little slowdown on the part of 
the boys buying steers and yearlings. 
Asking prices look high compared 
with the present fat market and the 
bigger supplies predicted for 1960. 


This time of year brings a lament 
even sadder than “it might have 
been”. For there won't be a state 
fair winner go out of the ring without 
someone making a spoken or inaudi- 
ble comment to the effect that “Old 
Black Joe at home could beat that so- 
and-so hands down.” Which might be 
true, but unless Old Black Joe makes 
the trip you will never know. The 
only way to cure the occupational dis- 
ease known as “barn blindness” is to 
take some cattle out. 


Stopped at a place the other day 
where the owner apologized for not 
having much time to talk because they 
were loading the cattle for the county 
fair. ‘We may be the only good 
sized string of cattle there, the prize 
money isn’t much, but we have gone 
for the last 10 years because this show 
has produced a lot of potential cus- 
tomers.” He also pointed out another 
advantage for a newer breeder—"in 
county fair showing you don't have to 
have your cattle highly fitted. And 
this is important for a newer man be- 
cause he won't run into breeding 
trouble sometimes experienced by the 
novice who tries for a highly fitted 
animal.” 


No one in the Angus business has 
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more friends, from coast to coast, than 
Dick Nobis of Wilton Farms. So it is 
a real pleasure to announce to a wide 
audience that Dick is back home after 
a hospital experience that would have 
floored a person of lesser zest and de- 
termination. And we rather imagine 
that Dick would appreciate a note or 
card in the recuperating days ahead. 


As many of us have suspected who 
have been spraying against flies and 
other pests through the years there is 
a limit to what can be done. Accord- 
ing to the University of Wisconsin. it 
is not a matter of the insects becoming 
genetically resistant we have just 
killed off the weaker ones and the 
ones remaining are tougher. And how 
that toughness lasts. In one experi- 
ment the weak fruit flies were killed 
off by DDT. Now 100 generations 
later the ‘super race” is still immune. 


Attempts to railroad through “test 
and slaughter” orders in Florida in the 
Bang’s disease drive has met with de- 
termined opposition from cattlemen. 
The Florida Cattlemen’s Association 
would substitute compulsory calfhood 
vaccination. 


We consider ourselves a forward- 
looking nation. Yet in the Bang’s dis- 
ease program one could imagine that 
this was the 1930s and that the late 
Dr. John R. Mohler was still in charge 
of the “kill ‘em and weep” boys. 


The Old Skeptic’s snort rattled the 
leaves in the tall cottonwood down by 
the mail box. Our time-worn friend, 
holding his copy of the Daily Monot- 
ony at arms length, let out another 
whoop. “Boy, this one is for the 
birds.” 

We politely inquired if the urban 
press had scored another agricultural 
scoop. 

“Something like that,” O. S. mut- 
tered. “Here’s a guy that is fitting 
cows with dentures when their teeth 
get worn off from eating sandy grass. 
We not only have to drag our feet to 
find lost neck chains but from now on 
we'll have to keep our eyes open for 
Side Hill Susan’s Montgomery Ward 
choppers. You just can’t win. 

“And you can imagine what will 
happen with our official show mouth- 
ers run across these oral falsies. Every 
show will have to have a psychiatrist 
as well as a mouther. To say nothing 
of the embarrassment of prying 
around in a cow’s mouth and ending 
up with a handful of crockery in front 
of a barn full of friends.”

Regular spraying in the fly season adds to the comfort of 
the herd and for better doing cattle. 


On the Florida west coast, just north of Tampa, is a new 
and most practical Angus operation. The herd at Dundee 
Ranch has been in operation only since 1956 but it already gives 
the impression of solidity and is operated on a sound, money- 
making basis. 

When Ralph J. Cordiner, chairman of the board of General 
Electric Company, bought the first of his land near Lutz it 
was with the idea of clearing the scrub growth and with soil 
treatment getting good grasses started. By 1956 enough of 
the land was in heavy grass production to bring on the first 
Angus. Since then each year has seen more land available for 
grazing or forage. And the cow herd has kept pace with the 
feed supply available. Pangola and Coastal Bermuda are the 
main grasses, while improved white Dutch clover is the legume. 
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Of the 2,000 acres in the ranch 550 acres has been cleared, 
limed and put into production. 

Some idea of the carrying capacity of this land when im- 
proved and fertilized is the fact that when Dundee was visited 
330 acres were carrying 535 cattle and they were not keeping 


up with the growth. To hold grass production at this level 
after the initial seeding and soil treatment expense involves 
an outlay of about $16.00 per acre per year for fertilizer. 

Although Lutz, Florida, is farther south than a great ma- 
jority of our herds and this section of Florida has a long grow- 
ing season, “We put up 600 tons of silage last year and aim 
to keep 6 months supply of feed on hand all the time,” Manag- 
er Charles Moore told us. This is to take care of any unusual 
weather conditions during the winter.

On the practical side were attracted by three feed barns out 
in the pastures. The sides are open and the center of the barn 
is for hay storage. The feeding floor around the hay racks 
is concrete. Offering protection from both the sun and inclem- 
ent weather and dry footing in wet seasons these barns have 
attracted the attention of a lot of visitors. We predict you 
will be seeing a lot more of these barns over the country. 

At Dundee Ranch has been assembled an Angus herd with 
some scale and a lot of beefiness. Pedigrees have not been 
ignored but individual quality has been the first test in pur- 
chases. In its initial selling program two calf sales of 50 
head each have already been held to provide Florida junior 
‘attlemen with good steers. The sales have brought a lot of 
people to the new Angus ranch and a lot of good cattle have 
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been distributed. At the Florida State Fair at Tampa the 
last carcass contest steer show was dominated by Dundee- 
bred animals. A champion steer at the Gainesville Show also 
was Dundee-bred. 

As we went through the pastures with Charlie Moore he 
mentioned that the heifer calves are culled twice and the first 
calf heifers culled again on the basis of production. From 
this program will be built a high quality herd of 700 brood 
cows. The heifers being put back in the herd would do in any 
herd, in any section of the country. With the exception of 
young cattle being developed the Dundee operation is largely 
a grass and roughage program—“our maximum concentrate 
feeding at any time is never more than 3 to 4 pounds of cracked 
corn and cob, plus protein, daily”, Charley (Turn to page 190

“When we started in the Angus business we decided to 
forego the sale of breeding cattle until the herd was built up 
in both quality and numbers. Many new breeders, it appeared 


to us, were selling themselves out of the business by having 
production sales too soon. They were selling foundation fe- 
males they needed to raise the quality and uniformity of 
their herds.” 


ry The speaker was Dr. E. A. Barnes of Bald Rock Farms 
near Albany, Kentucky. This 2,000 acre breeding establish- 
ment on the Kentucky-Tennessee line started with the Blacks 
some 15 years ago. From the original 50 females in the foun- 


dation herd there are now 500 females of breeding age. 

Until a year or two ago all bull calves left the farm as 
steers. And until recently no females were sold as breeding 
stock—even as commercials. The cull heifers also went the 
beef route. The good ones, without exception, went back into 
the herd. They were not for sale. 

As a result of this program there is unusual uniformity in 
the herd. From 30 to 80 daughters of one sire can be found 
in the pastures. As we rode around with Dr. Barnes and with 
Bill Smith, manager of Bald Rock, we found one group of 
mature females of scale and quality falling in the latter 
number category. These were daughters of Eileenmere 941st, 
a son of Eileenmere 487th used in the herd a number of years 


ago. These sizable groups of half sisters, through their 

progeny, make for further “tightening” in herd quality. 
e } A long series of good bulls have been used in the Barnes 

herd. Up to $16,000 has been paid for sires. The five figure 


bull was a son of Eva’s Bandolier Lad out of a dam of the 
champion Eileenmere 500th and bought in one of the Tolan 
sales. Quality Bardolier 5th has some top daughters in the 
herd. The first bull used, back in 1946, was Monarch E. of 
Hill Crest 3d, grand champion bull of the Kentucky State 
Sale, a consignment of the well known J. C. Quisenberry &

by “487th”, was another of the better bulls used. Currently 
in use as senior sire is T. T. Eileenmere 3d, a son of the Inter- 
national champion Kileenmere 1050th. Junior sire is Whitney- 
mere 96th, a rugged son of Homeplace Eileenmere 210th. But 
since this reporter’s visit to Bald Rock Dr. Barnes and Bill 
Smith made a trip to Tunica, Mississippi, and the Shelby T. 
Wilson herd. Here they bought an interest in the proven 
sire, Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 88th. In addition to being a 
half brother of the last 3 International grand champion bulls 
the “88th” fits into the breeding program at Bald Rock in 
that he is out of a Tolan Pauline granddaughter of Kileen- 
mere 500th. Dr. Barnes does not believe in “cold” outcrosses. 
To hold type and build uniformity there must be some 
similarity of bloodlines in the pedigree, he feels.

ager. However, a very active interest in the herd is taken by 
Mrs. Barnes. An expert jeep pilot over some rather steep 
pasture slopes she daily keeps a check on the herd. Dr. 
Barnes in spite of a hospital and a full practice also visits 
the farm every day to keep in active touch with the herd. 
Both Doctor and Mrs. Barnes are natives of southern Kentucky. 

The first land comprising Bald Rock was bought in 1942. 
It was largely “mined” out and virtually abandoned land. 
Some of the land had not been farmed for 60 years. But the 
Kentucky doctor knew that it had possibilities. First came 
the job of clearing out sassafras brush and briars and filling 
gullies. “All this was before the day of the bulldozer and 
mechanized clearing,” the Bald Rock owner reminded us. It 
was a rather slow process at first. Lime and phosphate were 
applied, the cleared land disced (Continued on page 169

Progress depends on recognizing faults 
and shortcomings and correcting them.

Since almost everyone realizes 
that livestock pictures are retouched or 
“hand-made” they usually are not mis- 
lending, but the money paid for them has

proved in the show ring and in our breed 
ing herds, and this too, has hindered 
progress. 

While there has not been a complete 
luck of honesty, there have been instan- 
ces of a lack of complete honesty in the 
breeding, promotion and merchandising 
of purebred livestock. And even though 
it is argued that few are misled by re- 
touched pictures, it must have been some- 
one’s objective to misrepresent or to mis- 
lead the uninitiated when the retouching 
was done. 

The Angus Pro 
gram, combined with performance ree- 
ords, should shift the emphasis from fat, 
fads and photography to facts 
which offer real opportunity for Angus 
Herd Improvement. 

The Herd Classification 
which is the quality improvement phase 
of herd improvement has been discussed 
by Mr. Springer and Mr. MeSpadden. The 
quantity phase of herd improvement is 
rate and efficiency of gain. Rate of gain 
is primarily of importance only insofar 
as it is associated with efficiency of gain. 
That is, the pounds of beef produced from 
a ton of feed is usually of greater eco- 
nomic significance than when the steer 
is ready to walk the last mile. How- 
ever, since there are circumstances when

portant, it is fortunate that fast gaining 
cattle usually require less feed per pound 
of gain than do slow gaining cattle. 

Angus Herd Improvement Record 

The Board of Directors of the Ameri- 
can Angus Association has indicated that 
a herd improvement program soon will 
be made available to Angus breeders.

Weaning Scores and Weights 


These should be primarily for 
culling in the cow herd and selection of 
replacement heifers. Weights of calves 
at this age are a good measure of the 
milk producing ability of the dam. Scores 
of calves at this age are also an indi- 
cation of the type transmitting abilities 
of cows and bulls. However, it would 
seem that most emphasis should be placed 
on weight at this age and use the score 
at one year of age as a better measure

of type. 

Sires have a direct influence on wean- 
ing weights through the growth ability 
they transmit to their calves. Dams con- 
tribute equally to this inherited growth 
ability. Weaning weights are also deter- 
mined to a large extent by the dams’ 


milk production. In turn, the inherited 


milk producing abilities of the dams are 
determined 50 per cent by their sires.

A sharp change in the weather—from hot and muggy to 
cold and damp—failed to hurt attendance or interest at the 
Western Ontario Field Day on Sunday, June 14, at Sunset 
Bay Farms at Forest. Host Robert L. Brown and son, Bob 
Jr., had a new pole barn available and by working overtime 
had it in shape for the more than 300 adults, plus junior 
Angus enthusiasts. It proved an ideal place for the speak- 
ig program and demonstrations. 

The barbecued beef dinner—the meat from one of the 
Sunset Bay Angus steers got the meeting off to a good start. 
Robert Deans of Michigan State University was in charge of 
the barbecue pit. 

The formal program opened with an address by Robert 
McCubbin of Strathroy, for many years assistant to the 
Canadian minister of agriculture. One thing brought out 
by the speaker was the inter relationship between beef cattle 
production and prices in the Dominion and in the States. This 
applies both to feeder cattle and dressed beef, Mr. McCubbin 
showed. In times of high feeder cattle prices in the States

the Canadian movement to the United States is large; when 
Canadian beef supplies are light the flow is northward. Mr. 
McCubbin mentioned that in early 1957 Canada was buying 
beef in the United States; now the flow is the other way. 
Last year 690,000 cattle went to the States along with sev- 
eral million pounds of beef. 

He pointed out that Toronto sets the market for finished 
beef in Canada, “When receipts of cattle eligible for branded 
beef reach 16,000 weekly prices react downward; at around 
11,000 better steers weekly prices hold; below this beef prices 
move up.” 

One of the several features of the afternoon was a demon- 
stration of the herd classification work being done in the 
States by the American Angus Association, Using the of- 
ficial score card several animals were classified with Byron 
Good of Michigan State University as the moderator. Several 
breeders were called into to give their judgment on various 
points. In general their evaluation was within a point or two 
of the “official” rating. Professor Good (Turn to page 120

W orn in the cattle trade this summer that some fancy 
Angus calves in the Kansas Flint Hills country had been con- 
tracted for 44 cents a pound prompted a trip north of Eldor- 
ado to visit the Ramsey Ranch. For some years we had been 
hearing about the operation of Floyd Ramsey. The visit 
to the ranch with Jess Cooper of the American Angus Associ- 
ation uncovered one of the most unusual commercial opera- 
tions we have yet seen. 

Those 44 cent steer calves comprise the Ramsey Ranch 
production for this year, and will include three weanings and 
deliveries. The first of the calves, 100 head, were delivered 
July 8 weighing 476 pounds and selling with a 2 per cent 
shrink. They go to Clinton county, Lowa. 


Since 1954 the Kansas rancher and his ranch manager,

Dale Engler, have been keeping complete production records 
on this 900 cow herd. The production record of each cow 
and each bull used is included. On top of weight records 
the herd and its production is visually appraised—the cows 
rated as “A”, “B” and “C” on conformation. All of this in- 
formation goes from work sheets to IBM records in Mr. 
Ramsey’s office. All bulls used are tested on a number of 
females and their performance records determine whether 
they will get more intensive use. Some rather high-priced 
commercial bulls have flunked this first performance check. 
The ones that pass go on to be used artificially on the bulk 
of the cow herd. A good percentage of the calves this year 
will be by Hyland Bandolier 154th, a bull that has been prov- 
en through the records to be “the sire” so far in the test- 
ing program.

calves pull them down but they develop into good cows with adequate feed.

Registered breeders who think they are swamped by book 
work should pay a visit to the Ramsey Ranch. Here records 
on hundreds of cows and bulls, more complete than any pure- 
bred herd we know of, are available for inspection. Actually 
the record keeping is not as complex as it sounds. Birth 
weights are not taken as Floyd Ramsey does not feel they 
are necessary. Each cow is identified by a brand number. 
Calves destined as “keepers”, bulls or females, have colored 
ear tags. To have records that mean anything one must keep 
on top of the job, the crew on this bluestem Angus strong 
hold will tell you.

Quantities of lush grasses produced at relatively low 
figures have encouraged the production of heavy grass cattle 
on the Islands of Hawaii. Many are marketed at 30 to 36 
months of age and sell on an ungraded basis; there is no 
U. S. grade. Until the present time Hawaii has had a good 
local market for all the ungraded beef that it produces, U. 
S. Choice and prime grades have all been shipped in. It is 
apparent now, however, that an oversupply of non-choice 
beef may lead Hawaiian cattlemen into economic difficulties. 
Plans are being made and some operators are in the process 
of converting some of the grass fed beef into higher grades 
that could be graded U. S. Choice with the establishment of 
a government grader in Honolulu. It is hoped to convert 
enough into U. S. Choice to relieve the lower grades and help 
to establish a more stable market for grass-fed beef of lower 
grades which more closely fit the feeds available on the 
Islands. Only small amounts of feed grains are grown and 
costs of shipping in grains are almost prohibitive. It costs 
about $25 a ton to ship in barley. 


All beef is sold on carcass weights not live weights. Prices 
are established on the basis of age, sex, and quality. 


Most native Hawaiians and the many Orientals living 
on the Islands prefer lean beef and have for generations and 
centuries eaten beef in small quantities largely as chopped 
meat mixed with vegetables. This trade utilized large amounts 
of grass beef. However, the younger generation, through 
armed services and education, are changing their eating habits 
and many have acquired tastes for steaks and roasts. This 
fact, coupled with the ever-increasing tourist population is 
demanding and will continue to demand greater quantities of 
beef which will grade higher than most of the beef produced 
on the Islands. (Please turn to page 96

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Many cattlemen object to feedlots and grain feeding be- 
cause of the high cost of importing grain and of the cost of 
operating feedlots. It has been a practice to raise the steers 
to heavy grass weights and sell direct to the packing com- 
panies or to slaughter them on the ranch and sell locally. 


Some of the more progressive ranches now see the pos- 
sibility of an increase in the demand for better grades of 
beef and the possibility of an over supply of grass beef which 
has too much age and a smal! revolution in marketing methods 
and feeding methods is beginning to take shape. Part of 
the ranches have their own feedlots. One of the newest and 
largest is one established by Hawaii Meat Company of Hono- 
This plant is a cooperative owned by cattlemen and 
slaughters about 60% of the cattle marketed. Their feed lot is 
new and the equipment, mixer, grinder, ete. is an efficient set- 
up that will take care of the 2,500 head in the feedlot besides 
doing custom work for the dairymen in the Honolulu area, 
The ration being fed at this lot is one which utilizes as much 
by-products from the pineapple and sugar industry as possible. 
Included is alfalfa, green chop, pineapple bran (from the out- 
side hull of the fruit), barley, wheat screenings, and about 
18% of the ration is molasses which is soaked up by mixing 
with bogasse (the pith of sugar cane after it comes from the 
mill). The latter is extremely absorbent, It is hard for a 
mainlander to visualize cattle on rations which sometimes 
run as high as 60% molasses yet with the use of bogasse 
this is sometimes the case.

Manager of Hawaiian Meat Company is James Greenwell. 
He would like to see the establishment of federal grading in 
Honolulu and has been one of the supporters thru the cattle- 
men’s Territorial Council to get it accomplished. Asked what 
kind of cattle he liked, he said the kind that will produce 
choice grade carcasses. He also commented that he wished 
that he could get quantities of Angus-Hereford crossbreds 


as he prefers them. Charles Koontz, who came to the Uni- 
versity of Hawaii on a Fellowship to get his master degree 
is now Mr. Greenwell’s right hand man in charge of the feed- 
lot operation. Custom feeding will be practical at this lot 
and if it works out as planned this will enable ranchers to 
move feeders off at a younger age giving them feed avail- 
able for increases in their cow herds. It should also be an 
incentive for the production of higher quality beef. Costs at 
present prices will run about 73 to 75¢ per day per head. 
Early indications are that gains are good and with the in 
crease in price per pounds of the entire carcass over ungraded 
beef the cost should not be out of line. 


The potential for the Hawaiian Island beef industry is 
great. Substantial strides in pasture improvement have been 
made, fertilizers and mineral supplements are playing a big 
part, but much is left to be desired in many herds from the 
standpoint of breeding and type. A majority of all breeds of 
beef cattle lack depth of rib, lower quarter and are light boned. 
Many owners and managers are of their shortcomings 
and are interested in improved bulls. Angus could well play 
a substantial part in improving the early maturity and carcass 
quality of Hawaiian cattle.

It would seem from a visitor’s viewpoint that one of the 
cattle industry’s crying needs in Hawaii is a trade publication 
to disseminate agricultural information such as pasture im- 
provement and as a sounding board for cattle problems. Such 
a publication could be used to advantage as a medium for 
advertising by breeders of registered stock. The entire meat 
and livestock industry lacks a promotional publication of its 
own. In fact there is no Hawaiian livestock publication o1 
farm paper.

cane and pineapple fields one will come to the Kipapa Moun- 
tain area on the island of Oahu. Situated high up on land 
that is a bit too wet, too high and too shallow for pineapple 
is Koa Ridge Farms. The name comes from the Koa hard- 
wood trees which grow abundantly on the place. Here, Mr. 
& Mrs. Randolph Crosley are developing 176 acres of fine 
grazing land that affords some of the 
scenery that the eyes could care to behold. Land is very 
dear on this island and yet here was 176 acres that had not 
been in production for 30 years. The government had used 
it for military purposes and its former owners, Dole Pine- 
apple Company, did not feel that it was suitable for pineapple 
production. As Mrs. Crosley related their first crop was 
25 shells and 3500 pounds of scrap metal left by the armed 
forces. 

Now this neglected place is lush with an abundant growth 
of Pangola grass and big trefoil. This will eventually carry 
the Crosley breeding herd of 100 Angus brood cows and 100 
head of dairy cattle carried on a monthly per-head rental 
basis. 

Developing the land was not merely a matter of culti- 
vating and seeding. Leaching is a problem which must con- 
stantly be struggled with. 6,000 pounds of lime per acre were 
added three different times to raise the Ph factor and 600 
of complete fertilizer has been added. 

Water supply comes from supply tanks which are easily 
filled with the 60 to 70 inches of rainfall each year. 

A fine start on the anticipated 100 head Angus brood herd 
has been made with the purchase last year of foundation 
heifers by the Crosleys from Duncraggen Ranch, Sonoma, 
California. This is a uniformly good quality set of heifers. 
Two of the heifers have calved and the calves by Duncraggen 
Bandit and Duncraggen Glenericmere look most promising.

ing the red soil road one comes to a spot that few places 
rival for a building spot. Here the Crosleys are planning 
on building their ranch home. The view to the left overlooks 
Pearl Harbor and to the right Scofield Barracks at the foot 
of the Waianoe Mountain Range. Surrounding the house are 
many tropical trees and flowers including wild orchids. 


If Angus cows don’t go to heaven this must be the closest 
that they get to it. Yet for all the natural beauty of the 
place it is a practical cattle set-up. The land is high and 
rolling and little is needed in the way of housing or equip- 
ment. This should be a herd to watch. 


Hawaiian Commercial and Sugar Company 

Cattle and sugar cane are a common combination on many 
of the Islands. Land which is not suitable or has not been 
developed for cane can be utilized by the cattle and part of 
the by-products from the cane are also used, This is the case 
of Hawaiian Commercial and Sugar Company which runs 
about 750 Angus brood cows. These are scattered among 
45,000 acres of sugar cane on pastures of Pangola grass, 
napier grass (a coarse grass that gets several feet high), 
guinea grass, ladino clover and desmedium intortum, a legume 
that looks a bit like soybean plants, This ranch is located 
on the Island of Maui. The ranch operation is very capably 
managed by Tom Liggett, a former lowan. Tom and his wife, 
Marvel are most gracious hosts and it is a real privilege to 
visit their home at Puunene. 

As is the case on most progressive Hawaiian ranches, 
pasture development and improvement has been made, This 
ranch is not up to capacity and a herd of 2,500 head will 
eventually be built up. 

Part of the operation is running a slaughter house located 
on the ranch, A market for beef produced on the place has 
been built up. 
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The cow herd consists of both registered and commercial 
Angus. Some of the best cows in the herd came from the 
Alex Walsh herd formerly of Colorado, Present herd bulls 
are a Home Place bull and one from Rosemere. 

With the proposed increase in size of the herd and 
through the use of good bulls this herd has the potential to 
be a source of top range bulls for the territory. 


Ernest Mendes— Wailuku 

A number of years ago Manuel Mendes homesteaded 280 
acres of beautiful rolling hills which slope down to the sea 
near Wailuku on the Island af Maui. Much of this he and 
his son Ernest have renovated into high producing pastures 
of improved grasses and legumes. 

A herd of about 45 Angus cows are maintained. The 
foundation for the herd came from the mainland mostly from 
Washington. Two herd bulls, one 9 and the other 11 years 
of age have been used in the herd for a number of years. 
A surprisingly small number of daughters of these bulls are 
in the herd as there has been a ready market for the females. 
Ernest now intends to keep all the daughters. This herd has 
been in existence about seven years. 

Because of the lack of an effective market system the 
Mendes have established a sale for their dressed right 
from their place to small markets and to customers with 
freezers. Ernest also works as a ranch hand for Wailuku 
Sugar Company. 

This is one of the more rolling ranches and its very edges 
drop sharply straight down to the surf. The Mendes operation 
would be classified as a practical, working ranch, but it also 
affords great scenic beauty with its proximity to the ocean. 
A few animals have been lost by falling over the cliff edges 
into the ocean. Ernest has found that one of the most ef- 
fective ways to keep cattle away from the edges is by running 
a few sheep or goats with the cattle.

Manuel Asue 

One of the smaller herds of Angus to visit on the Island 
of Maui is that of Manuel Asue. This herd consists of about 
10 cows and their offspring. The cows have been bought in 
the midwest, Washington and California. Herd bulls used 
have been a Bardolier bred bull from Ohio and a Sunbeam 
bull now in service. 

Mr. Asue recently purchased a bred heifer from Tex 
Spitzer in his last sale, though the heifer has not arrived, yet. 
She was purchased by Mr. Asue’s daughter who teaches in 
Omaha. 

Though small in numbers and lacking somewhat in 
uniformity this herd is quite a correct set of cattle. 


Kualoa Ranch 

On the windward side of the Island of Pahu about 40 
minutes drive from Honolulu lies one of the most. fascinating 
ranches a Malihini (mainlander) could ever have the op- 
portunity to visit. Here amidst tropical growths of bananas, 
monkeypod trees, papyas, ete is Kualoa Ranch extending some 
six miles long and covering 4,000 acres, half of which is 
mountains which rise sharply from the ocean floor. The 2,000 
acres from the mountains to the ocean shore, which is mostly 
in grazing land producing excellent pastures of pangola, grass, 
guinea grass, and other native and improved grasses. Koa 
haole, a brush-like legume comparable to alfalfa in food value, 
is also abundantly growing. 

In this setting Francis Morgan, his foreman, Ed Hede- 
mann, his right hand man Abraham Akan, and four other 
competent men run two breeding herds, a feedlot, and grow 
out feeder calves. Kualoo is owned by Mr. Morgan, his mother 
and family. 

The Angus herd is comparatively new, the first animals 
were bought four years ago. It consists of a registered herd 
and a commercial herd. Foundation cattle for both herds

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were bought in California. The registered cows were bought 
as heifers from CDO Ranch, Lodi, California and Morris Doty, 
Cassel, California. The commercial herd foundation was 
bought from Winfred Montgomery, Lockeford, California. 
Both the registered and commerical cows were bought as 
heifers and have now matured into an impressive set of cows. 
They have scale, quality and breediness. Used with good bulls 
this herd should be one of the real foundation herds on the 
Islands. The biggest problem so far for the herd has been 
in finding a herd bull that is as good or superior to the cows. 
The chief herd bull at present is Kileenmere 16th of Rippey 
by Homeplace Eileenmere 999. 

Some alfalfa and corn are grown for the feedlot operation. 
The alfalfa is cut as green chop and eleven cuttings a year 
are taken. The corn has been cut also as green feed, but in 
the future it will be matured out. A relatively low molasses 
ration by Island standards is fed. 

The pastures run up into the mountains and Mr. Morgan 
commented that he felt he could run more Angus on his pas- 
tures than he could his other breeding herd (another breed) 
because the Angus go higher and into the rougher land. 

Quite a lot of pasture improvement is being done. Brush 
has been removed in several fields and reseeding with im- 
proved grasses has been made. Pangola has been one of the 
grasses used quite extensively. This ranch is understocked, 
but expansion and pasture improvement are running along 
together. 


Ramos Brothers—Jordon & Ernest 
From coffee to cattle on the same land is stretching the 
imagination a little for a mainlander. However, the herd of 
Angus owned by Jordon and Ernest Ramos in the Pohakeo 
area on the Island of Hawaii are grazing now on heavy sodded 
hillsides that once were producing coffee commercially. This 
herd consists of about 90 cows, 14 of which are registered. 


Of the registered cows most of them come from Richard 
Penhallow on the same island and from Ernest Mendes on 
Maui. Several of the Penhallow cows are daughters of Ban- 
mere 3605, a son of Banmere. A few of the cows, bought 
from Mr. Penhailow, originated in Pennsylvania. Two herd 
bulls are in use with the herd; Blackcap of ERM 21 by an 
Alex Walsh bull came from Ernest Mendes; the other, a son 
of Upland Eileenmere by Eileenmere 1032 came from the 
Penhallow herd. 

Ramos Brothers have worked closely with the soil con- 
servation district and they have developed their ranch by 
clearing brush and planting improved grasses of pangola, 
kiakuyu, and others which yield a high tonage per acre. Much 
of this grass is planted by cuttings rather than from seed as 
much of the seed does not germinate. As on all the Islands 
there is quite a contrast in the amounts of rain received in 
different areas. The Ramos Ranch is located at about 2500 
ft. elevation and is situated where the rainfall is heavy. This 
condition necessitates the use of calcium supplements as cal- 
cium is leached out of the soil. 

The ingredients are here for a successful herd, the ranch 
is well managed, the cattle are handled quietly, and above all, 
there is a genuine desire on the part of the owners to con- 
stantly improve. 

Lester Robinson 

An Angus-Shorthorn crossbreeding program which is 
unusual in many respects is in operation by Lester Robinson 
of Kauai. 

This is a herd of around 1,000 head but it is only a small 
segment of the vast Robinson empire which includes several 
other members of Mr. Robinson’s family. The family owns 
one of the Hawaiian Islands on which another breed of cattle 
have been raised for many decades and no outside blood has 
been introduced since 1916.

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The Angus-Shorthorn cross was started with the purchase 
of Angus bulls several years ago. Since then crossbred bulls 
have been used on crossbred cows. Practically all the cattle 
are polled and they are smoother fleshed than the original 
cattle. Some of the bulls go well over a ton in weight. 

The herd is run on the “wet side” of Kauai, therefore, 
Mr. Robinson has preferred a little more leg under his cattle 
due to swampy conditions. 

Most of the carcasses are a bit large for the Honolulu 
market and another Angus cross to add a little earlier matu- 
rity and more desirable carcass conformation is contemplated. 

Probably the biggest problem from a producing standpoint 
is the presence of liver flukes which are very prevolent in the 
wet area. 

Richard Penhallow 

A small, but very well bred herd of Angus is that of 
Alshaaina Ranch, Kamuela, Hawaii. Richard Penhallow, as- 
sistant manager of Parker Ranch, and Wm. S. Lewis, Grady- 
ville, Pennsylvania own the herd in partnership. 

More nationally known bulls are represented in the tabu- 
lations of this group of cattle than any on the Islands. Head- 
ing the herd are two herd bulls; Upland Eileenmere, a very 
good son of Eileenmere 1032, and Banmere O. S. 36 by Ban- 
mere, 

Dick Penhallow has sold a number of bulls and females 
to new herds and to herds for crossbreeding. 

In addition to his many duties as assistant manager of 
the second largest cattle ranch under the U. S. flag and 
running his own herd he is a regent of the University of 
Hawaii and is president of the Territorial Cattlemen’s Council.

Kauai. Credit for this should go probably to soil that is not 
too low in calcium and to the selection of good bulls by as- 
sistant manager Jim Thain. 

Actually the cattle operation, which is a crossbreeding 
program, is secondary to the 5,400 acres of cane and 1,100 
acres of pineapple operated by the Company. The cattle utilize 
ravines and rough land unsuited to cane and pineapple. About 
200 head of cows are run on this land which otherwise would 
be waste. Many of the cows and crossbred Angus-Hereford 
and bulls of both breeds are used in the crossing program. 

All beef is marketed locally through a village meat mar- 
ket. The cattle are slaughtered after a feeding period on 
koa haole and molasses. 


Kahua Ranch 

Bordered on two sides by Parker ranch and covering some 
30,000 acres, Kahua Ranch is one of the most interesting 
commercial cattle ranches to visit on the Islands. As Monty 
Richards, assistant manager explained, this ranch runs from 
one extreme to another as does Parker ranch in both amount 
of rainfall and altitude. Rainfall varies from almost none on 
part of the ranch to 120 inches in another part. Elevation 
goes from sea level to almost 5,000 feet. 

Kahua runs about 5,000 head on the ranch at Kohala, 
located on the “Big Island.” Two separate breeds are main- 
tained. About 150 head of Angus cows compose one herd and 
Angus bulls are being used to crossbreed some on another 
herd. A good many of the bulls used are raised on the ranch. 
Angus are a comparatively new breed on this particular 
ranch; the first were introduced in 1952, but more have been 
added since then. 

The production of two-year-old grass steers weighing 
around 1,000 pounds is the end product for this establishment. 
The steers are supplemented on grass with molasses and urea 
and all of the cattle have access to a salt and mineral mix

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of bonemeal, dicaleuim phosphate, and a low amount of 
phenothiogine. The bonemeal and dicalcium phosphate would 
seem to be a very important supplement as a great many cattle 
on the Islands are light-boned caused at least in part by a 
calcium shortage. 

Kahua also has another ranch on Oahu and it owns its 
own slaughter house at Honolulu, It also operates a feedlot 
which will handle about 1,000 head. The feedlot is a recent 
venture and quite a lot of rations are being tried to find one 
satisfactory from the standpoint of cost and gains obtained. 
Market costs are figured at roughly $30 per head. This in- 


cludes water transportation from Hawaii to Honolulu and 
slaughter costs. 
Angus may well play a bigger part at Kahua. They have 


a set of cows that would be comparable to many good com- 
mercial herds in the states and their calf crop this year looks 
very promising. As is the case in many herds on the Islands, 
the bulls are a bit fine in their bone and lack depth to their 
lower quarter. 


Parker Ranch—Kamuela, Hawaii 

Kamuela Village, which could well be called Parkerville, 
is the headquarters of Parker Ranch, sometimes referred to 
as the second largest cattle ranch under the U. S. flag. In 
many respects Kamuela and the surrounding area more closely 
resemble Wyoming and Montana than a “malihini” version of 
Hawaii. It is a cow-town situated in open, rolling rangeland. 
The town itself consists largely of the post office, Parker 
Ranch, offices and a general store that ends all general stores. 
In the latter you can buy anything from a side of leather to 
a diamond ring, from dry goods to dried shrimp, from Geritol 
to Stetson hats—name it and if you have time to look under 
enough other articles piled deep on a few shelves you will 
undoubtedly find it. As in most Hawaiian villages a mixture

Parker Ranch dates back to 1812 when John Parker 
started selling beef to trading ships. It is a giant sprauling 
over some 90 driving miles. It is a study in contrasts of 
weather, elevation, and rainfall. Due to a variation in rainfall 
of 5 inches to 120 the types of grass and vegetation varies, 
likewise the elevation runs a wide course from sea level to 
around 5,000 feet. 

On this domain some 380,000 plus cattle find their board 
und keep. 25 separate breeding herds are run and a herd bull 
battery of 1,000 bulls is maintained. 

Due to the separate breeding herds it is possible to cross- 
breed, line breed, try out various bloodlines, ete. This past 
year Angus bulls were purchased to be used for crossbreeding 
on one of the herds. They have done well and the ranch fore- 
man who has been in charge of this herd states that they 
have been the best bulls to handle that he has ever had, Pur- 
chase of the Angus was made from Twin Valley Ranch, 
Healdsburg, California. A few of the first calves are starting 
to arrive but the bulk of them will not be until later this 
spring. The majority of the calves on Parker Ranch come 
from January to April, however, in order to keep cattle in the 
fattening pastures and for the feedlots year round some calv- 
ing is done from July to November. An 83 to 84% calf crop 
is the general rule for the entire herd. 

A few two-year-old crossbred Angus steers are on the 
lower elevation fattening pastures at the present time. These 
are the result of a neighboring ranches Angus bulls crossing 
the fence. The crossbreds are doing very well and will soon 
be headed for slaughter at Honolulu. Parker Ranch is one 
of the owners of Hawaii Meat Company, the preference of 
this Company for crossbred Angus beef is a good omen for 
the possible increase of crossbreeding with Angus on this 
ranch.

In Search 
Of A Herd Sire 


ly IS difficult to evaluate a herd bull prospect. And it 
is still more difficult to find one of outstanding prepotency. 
Of all of the bulls that are used in the top herds of the country, 
and they are in the aggregate, the best that can be found all 
can not be classed as real breed improvers, It is true, of 
course, that many bulls do not have an opportunity to demon- 
strate their value. They are overlooked and are not given 
the chance to prove what they really could do as sires with 
the right kind of females. Little wonder that the search for 
good herd bulls is on and that so much money is spent in se- 
curing what even the best authorities would say is a good 
herd bull prospect. I am now speaking, of course, of young 
and untried sires. 

This is one place where the breeder with sufficient means 
to pay a high price, if necessary, holds an advantage over the 
operator who can not afford big expenditures. He is forced 
to pass up many times what he thinks would be a good sire 
for his herd simply because the price is out of his reach. On 
the other hand, a breeder who can afford to pay a high price 
and get the bull of his choice, realizes that he is taking a 
chance and that he may be disappointed in the breeding a- 
bility of his bull. And quite frequently he is disappointed. 
Nevertheless, he can afford to gamble and if he is a breeder 
with sticktoitiveness he will try again. Such a breeder, as 
a rule, does not rely on one herd bull although most breeders 
do have one particular bull which they rate as their best sire. 


There are other factors aside from the breeding power of 
the bull himself which control his ability to sire top cattle. 
He must have the right kind of females to work with, females 
with a high concentration of the genes which produce the 
characteristics we want in our cattle and which are possess- 
ed, to the best of our knowledge, by the herd sire for which 
we may have paid a high price. The herd bull, in other words, 
must have a congenial setting which, as I have stated, includes 
females of the right quality and of the right origin. The char- 
acteristics of the female should not differ largely from those 
of the male with which she is to be mated. 'f the bull is mated 
with females which are homogeneously bres, and if he himself 
is similarly bred, more uniformity at leat is to be expected 
in the offspring than would be produced by heterogeneously 
bred animals, 
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To get the best results we take for granted that both 
the bull and the female are individually good and that their 
good individuality is the result of the concentration of the 
right kind of genes. If we have such a combination, it is 
pretty apt to be the result of a long and careful breeding 
program. A bull of the right individuality from such a herd 
is not likely to be disappointing as a sire. And a continual 
use of such sires insures the steady improvement of a herd. 

Some people labor under the illusion that an extremely 
high priced sire must necessarily prove to be a great sire. 
But this is not always the case. Price adds nothing to the 
prepotency of the bull. In a young and untried sire, it simply 
indicates faith in his proving to be a great sire and this is 
where the gamble comes in. Much of this risk can be avoided 
by serious study of the background and individual merit of 
the prospective herd sire in relation to the breeding and con- 
formation of the females with which he is to be mated. 

Only the other day I received a letter from a breeder 
stating that a bull for which he paid a high price a few years 
ago proved to be a great disappointment to him. The bull 
did not produce calves of proper size nor did he develop into 
a bull of proper size. I recalled having been present at the 
sale at which this bull was purchased as a calf and I remember 
him as an outstanding individual at this immature age. And 
apparently others at that sale judged him likewise, including 
the purchaser, which goes to show that one can never tell 
how a young animal is going to develop or what kind of a sire 
he will make just from the appearance of the animal itself. 

The only way one can evaluate such an animal is to study 
his background. If he has arrived at his good conformation 
as a result of the right kind of breeding, he is pretty sure to 
breed well. But if he is more or less a freak specimen, hetro- 
geneously bred, there is no telling what his get will be like. 
This is a different story, however, when the animal, homo- 
geneously bred and with outstanding individuality as a re- 
sult, is mated to females similarly bred. The concentration 
of the genes each carry are combined and the result is pretty 
apt to be an animal closely resembling the parents or more 
distant ancestors. And this is where a long period of good 
breeding counts. 

If one studies the history of the breed they will find that 
comparatively few great bulls exerted a tremendous influence 
on the breed’s present high state. Herds that were once fa- 
mous because of the influence of an unusually prepotent sire 
have degenerated when the influence of that sire was no longer 
available. One way that this can be avoided, to a great ex- 
tent at least, is for such a herd to retain for its own use some 
of the top sons of this favorite sire to continue the character- 
istics that have been fixed in the herd by his use. It is a 
satisfaction to know that for the good of the breed this prac- 
tice is being used by some of our best breeders. 

Many people ask me how to go about finding the right 
kind of a sire for their herd which, as I have already indicated, 
is a serious undertaking. Elaborating on what I have already 
said in this connection, i might add that a breeder in search of 
a sire which will work the greatest improvement in his herd 
should first, of course, be careful about the individuality of 
his prospective sire. He should conform to the best standards 
of the breed which are too well known for me to discuss them 
here. 

His bloodlines should blend to some extent at least with 
those most prevalent in the herd into which he is to go. In 
most cases, it is not advisable to introduce a sire of absolute 
out-cross breeding. I am not saying, however, that in some 
instances this does not produce good results and in some 
cases, results much above what a sire related to the females 
would produce. But in the long run I think it is safer to stay 
fairly close in the same line of breeding. If one is to do this, 
however, they should be particular not to mate animals of 
inferior quality. It should be remembered that it is by con- 
centrating the best that the best is (Please turn to page 192

ACH time ‘ve have visited this east Tennessee farm one 

feature has been predominant—there has always been a top ‘ 

bull around. Not that there has been a dearth of good fe- 

males—the cow herd has always been more than adequate 

but the emphasis has been on those good bulls. 
We are referring to Keefauver Brothers of Jonesboro, ee: 

Tennessee. : 


The first bull we recall was Kileenmere 2631st, a son of the 
487th, and whose tabulation in the third generation showed 
nothing but Eileenmere 32d in the sire bracket. He was a 
most impressive bull in every way, with a head that really 
“talked” to you. We also recall that it was a miserably wet, 
cold day when we tried to get his picture. That head picture 
secured is still used. 

Another dark, rainy day and the bull that impressed us was 
K. B. Eileenmere 2631st. By the old bull and out of a dam 
by Cesor’s Evader Mercury he, too, was an eye-filler. Be- 
sides this bull and his sire we recall others that were more 
than good—FEileenmere 2712, a full brother of “2631”; K. B. 
Kileenmere 45th, by the old bull;—and others.

have been show winners in fast competition. The grand 
champion bull of the 1957 All American Futurity was a son 
of Mole’s Hill Eileenmere 78th. It will also be remembered 
that the four calves by 78th at that show—three bulls and a 
heifer—all won first places. Again at the 1959 Great At- 
lantic Bull sale one of the attractions was 19 sons of the bull. 
One topped the sale at $10,000 after being made reserve 
Senior and reserve Grand champion. The young cattle being 
put back into the herd at both the home farm and at Allandale 
were really something to see. Heretofore we had seen mostly 
sons of the bull. While he is a great bull sire his heifers are 
breedy and thick.

Mole’s Hill Eileenmere 78th will be six in September. In 
mature form he is very impressive—unusually thick over the 
top and through the quarters. He is an unusually good head- 
ed, stands on good bone, and for a large bull still has worlds 
of quality. We learned later that the “78th” had been of- 
ficially classified a 95. One could not quarrel with that rating. 


Sitting in the shade at Joe Keefauver’s home looking out 
over the pastures and rolling hills of east Tennessee the talk, 
naturally, was about cattle. Joe and Jack Keefauver have 
been in Angus “on their own” since 1945. From 1935 to 1945

calves. During that time 3,652 calves 
have been tested—1,920 steers and 1,720 
heifers. 


The big thing in the production test- 
ing program which Floyd Ramsey has 
put into operation was to weed out the 
poorer producing cows and the bulls that 
were siring calves below normal for both 
gain and grade. What has been the 
progress to date? Well, in 1954, the 
weaning weights on the calf crop aver- 
aged 421 pounds; in 1955 it was 429 
pounds; 431 in 1956; 472 pounds in 1957, 
and 496 pounds in 1958. The calves de- 
livered July 8, this year, at 476 pounds 
were weaned earlier than usual. Their 
owner feels that the year’s average will 
equal or beat the 1958 record, 

Floyd Ramsey has had Angus cattle 
on this 10,000 acre Flint Hills ranch 
since 1982. In 1939 the quality of the 
herd was stepped up considerably by the 
purchase of the well known Trigg herd 
The ranch was settled by his 
paternal grandfather who from 
Ohio in 1883.

In commercial production, possibly even 
more so than in registered herds, and 
certainly in the Ramsey herd under ar- 
tificial insemination, the right bull, or 
bulls, is all-important. The one who is 
varrying the bulk of the load is the “154 
bull” previously mentioned. He was 
bought from Jennings Brothers of South 
Dakota. Other younger bulls being tried 
include sons of Marshall of Faulkton and 
Highland Marshall from Essar Ranch of 
Keystone of Essar KerMac Farms and a 
son of Postelmere 400th from the Lew 
Pierce herd. About 20 sons of “154” are 
being carried along to see what they will 
do. 

Production testing will help weed out 
the poorer producing cows and poorer 
bulls but by the same token it will find 
the top bull. And what a real breeding 
bull can do is also shown by the Ramsey 
records. The record of “154” is unusual: 
on the “A” cows in the herd he raised 
production and grade 58 per cent; on the 
“B” cows 36 per cent; on the “C plus” 
cows 50 percent; on the “C” cows 73 per- 
cent; on the “C minus” 75 per cent and on 
the “D” cows 87 per cent. 

It is also interesting to note, again 
from the complete herd figures, the num- 
ber of calves grading “No. 1”, or choice 
from 1954 on. Here again in the last two 
years the figures represent much of the 
influence of this one bull. In 1954 only 
31 per cent of the calves were No. 1; 
there were 56 per cent that graded No. 2 
and about 13 per cent that were No. 3. 
But in 1957 there were 77 per cent of the 
calves No, 1; 21 per cent No. 2 and 1 per 
cent No. 3. Last year there were 81 per 
cent No. 1 calves weaned; 18 per cent 


No. 2 and less than half of 1 per cent 
No. 3 

Hyland Bardolier 154th is now past 5 
years old. In pasture condition he weighs 
1,670 pounds. He is not a small bull. 
He is very well muscled, has a most bur- 
ley, impressive head, and is long rumped. 
Floyd Ramsey’s comment on the bull, 
after all the current talk going around 
about “size” was interesting: “It might 
be that you could fault him for being a 
little too large at 1,670 pounds in lean 
condition. You know you can get these 
bulls and feeder calves too big for the 
modern market.” 


Students of pedigree would find much 
of’ interest in the tabulation of Hyland 
Bardolier 154th. He is a son of Black 
Bardolier G. R. and out of an Erica cow 
bred by I. G. Crist of Gannvalley, South 
Dakota. The “154th’s” tabulation con- 
tains about as much concentration of the 
blood of Blackcap Revolution-Earl Mar 
shall as one will find today. To begin 
with Black Bardolier G. R., a son of Black 
Bardolier goes back through Bandolier of 
Anoka and Blackbird Bandolier of Page 
to Glencarnock Revolution 6th and Black- 
cap Revolution. Dam of Black Bardolier 
G. R. was a double-bred Rebellion of 
Fountain Glen cow. He, of course, goes 
back to Revolution 84th, one of the top 
breeding sons of Blackcap Revolution 


The dam of Hyland Bardolier 154 on 
her sire’s side goes back to Earl Eric 
Revolution 2d, bred by Strathmore Farms. 
He was by Revolution 81st, a son of 
Blackcap Revolution. The last bracket of 
the pedigree of “154” represents Enzoro 
of Page, he by Ensign of Page, and he 
by imported Evreux of Harviestoun. The 
last two lines go back to Harrison Black 
Lad 43d, he by Edric Marshall, by Earl 
Marshall. 


The 814 calves on the ground at Ram- 
sey Ranch this year represent a 94.5 
per cent calving rate. The bulk of them 
are from artificial insemination. Calv- 
ing starts in October and ends in Jan- 
uary for most of the herd. Formerly the 
last calves came in March but over the 
years the breeding progam has been ar- 
ranged for late fall and early winter 
calves. 

Heifers are bred to calve at 22 months. 
With adequate feed it has been found that 
heifers calving young will grow out as 
well as those calving at around 3 years, 
they will have less calving trouble, and 
they will produce an extra calf in their 
lifetime. “Most of these first calf heif- 
ers, though, nursing a big calf, will look 
pretty rough when it comes time to wean 
the calf,” Dale Engler admits. “But they 
soon come back when they get the feed.” 
Heifers going into the herd must weigh a 
minimum of 750 pounds at grass time, or 
at about 16 months of age.

been too severe up until now as long as 
the cow produced an adequate calf. In 
other words this lower grading cow must 
produce at least a 400 pound ealf by 
weaning time. The “A” cows must wean 
calves weighing at least 475 pounds. 
No cows have been added to the herd from 
outside since the 1930s. With the daugh- 
ters of “154” comingy along—147 have 
already been added to the herd—culling 
of the older cows probably will be more 
severe as herd numbers reach the 900 
to 1,000 head maximum carrying mark. 

From the production records Floyd 
Ramsey and Dale Engler can show you 
a spread of as much as 160 pounds per 
calf at weaning time. Another member 
of the team should be mentioned at this 


point—Ed Coffman, Mr. Ramsey’s father- 
in-law. Ed Coffman in his long career 
on the Kansas City market has given 


visual appraisal of several million beef 
animals. He spends considerable time 
at the ranch on the marketing and bull 
buying end. However, as has been stat- 
ed before, visual appraisal of the bulls 
is not enough. Before heavy use all bulls 
must prove themselves through their 
progeny. 

The breeding program and setup at 
this Kansas Ranch is interesting. Dale 
Engler does all of the breeding work. 
In the fall the cows are brought to the 
central quarters where pastures sur- 
round the corrals and winter calving shed. 
Cows to be bred are divided into units 
of 100 head. To find the cows in heat 
in a herd this large could be something 
of a problem. Ed Coffman has solved 
this by getting bulls of some of the 
lighter dairy breeds. A heavy hormone 
treatment renders them sterile but. still 
active. 

The records reveal some interesting fig-

ures since artificial breeding has been 
used. The first year 82 per cent of the 
cows settled in the first two heat pe- 
riods. Now the mark is up to 92 per 
cent. <A difference of as much as 20 
per cent in conception rate has been found 
between frozen and fresh semen 
in favor of the fresh. The best success 
has been found in breeding cows about 82 
days after calving. While a cow will 
come back 8 or 9 days after calving too 
often this is a false heat period and a 
waste of time in trying to get many cows 
settled. After the initial rounds of “ar- 
tificialing” cows that are not settled are 
separated and one of the young bulls on 
test put in with them. All cows are 
pregnancy tested in the fall when their 
calves are weaned off. All cows not 
safe in calf—and there are not too many 
of them because of the culling program 
over the years—go to market. 

The bull that has seen the heaviest use, 
of course, is “154” whose siring record 
is outstanding. In the last three years 
there have been 814 calves by him—196, 
329 and 289. In 1957 of his 87 heifers 61 
were “savers” and last year 86 heifers 
were kept out of 151. Why not use him 
on more of the herd? As Floyd Ramsey 
and Dale Engler point out finding a bull 
to follow Highland Bardolier 154th is 
most important; one that will at least 
maintain the quality and weights but 
preferably boost it still more. For that 
reason the Essar, KerMac and Pierce 
bulls—and others—are being used on 
some 60 cows each. These cows are a 
cross-section of the herd. In addition 
there are 24 young bulls on feeding 
test—sons of “154”—and from this group 
a number of best individuals and most 
efficient gainers will be tried artificially. 
It is from this group that the “cleanup” 
bulls come that are turned in with the 
cows that did not settle to artificial ser- 
vice. 

The cow herd is wintered on hay and 
grass silage, plus grazing. A 2,000 ton 
trench silo at the corrals was being fil- 
led with alfalfa when the ranch was vis- 
ited. While a lot of beef cattle breeders 
do not thnk too highly of grass silage, 
after trying it a year or two, the men at 
Ramsey Ranch are “high” on it. But they 
admit it can be very unsatisfactory un- 
less made correctly. Two musts in their 
operation is that the silage be thorough- 
ly packed—a crawler tractor is kept busy 
packing the silage—and that the silage 
is better if some preservative is used. 
They have settled on blackstrap molasses 
at the rate of 75 pounds per ton after 
having tried chemicals and ground corn. 
The resulting product has a sweet, clean 
smell rather than the strong odor usually 
associated with this valuable roughage 
feed. 

Two more deliveries of 44 cent calves 
will be made by the Ramsey Ranch—the 
main one in September and the balance 
in November.

Montrose, Angus. 

The champion was Election of Kin- 
loch, sired by Beppo of Derculich and 
bred by Mr. John Mitchell, Kinloch, 
Meigle, Perthshire. This was Election’s 
third appearance at a Highland Show. 
He was second in his class as a junior 
yearling at the 1957 Show and junior 
champion male at last year’s event. 

Female champion and runner-up for 
the supreme award was Bristle of Broom- 
hall, bred and exhibited by Lord Bruce, 
Broomhall, Dunfermline, Fife, leader of 
the senior cow class, which was described 
by Mr. Alan H. B. Grant, the judge, as 
the strongest class in the A-A section.

Scottish Angus 
Society Backs 
Performance Test 


The Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society is 
to give its full support to a performance 
and progeny test run by the North of 
Scotland College of Agriculture. This 
was revealed at a press conference held 
on 25th July at the Royal Highland Show 
when the following joint statement from 
the Breed Society and the College au- 
thorities was issued. 


The Aberdeen-Angus Cattle So- 
ciety has decided to give its full sup- 
port to a bull performance test, 
followed by a progeny test, to be car- 
ried out by the North of Scotland 
College of Agriculture at Craibstone, 
Aberdeen. 

At a meeting held between rep- 
resentatives of the College and the 
Council at the Royal Highland Show 
it was agreed that the purposes of 
the test were: (a) to compare the 
live weight gain of the sire with the 
live weight gain of the progeny (the 
performance test) (b) to study the 
carcase quality of progeny groups 
(the progeny test). Food conver- 


sion efficiency will be evaluated as 
part of the performance test. 

A committee with representatives 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle So- 
ciety and the North of Scotland Col- 
lege will be set up to supervise the 
management and execution of the de- 
tails of the experiment. It is pro- 
posed that the test will include 10 
bulls; other details yet remain to be 
decided upon in the light of previous 
experience gained by the College and 
by other organizations which have 
recently also obtained practical ex- 
perience in this work. 


Speaking at the press conference Mr. 
Hugh R. Neilson, Secretary of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Cattle Society, said that 
the new tests would be unique in this 
country, because progeny of the perform- 
ance tested bulls would also be tested. 
“The new test is not to be confused with 
the one which was carried out at Craib- 
stone with Shorthorns. This is a much 
fuller test”, he added. . 


“Naturally, we in this breed, which 
always aims at top quality beef are not 
only interested in live weight gain. We 
want to make sure that any gain goes 
to the right places in the animals, and 
that is why the Council have taken a 
great deal of interest in carcase qual- 
ity and evaluation”, he said.

pointed out the Herd Classification was 
an official rating put on an animal on a 
given date. Whether an animal is thin 
or in good condition at the time of clas- 
sification is not as important as the use 
the owners makes of the information 
from the program over the years.

joyed by the small breeder could be en- 
joined to all the advantages of breeding 
and merchandising that comes into range 
of one hundred or more cow breeders. 
To the prospective buyer it provides a 
variety of breeding females in sufficient 
quantity to start a foundation herd. From 
one hundred or more cows of quality, 
many of them of the popular families, 
the most discriminating buyer should be 
able to select a herd sire to fit his par- 
ticular needs. 

Jack and Cora Mershon are not new 
to the Angus business. They have been 
associated with purebred cattle all their 
lives. In 1947, they started their pres- 
ent herd. Many sale tops found their 
way to the Mershon herd, including the 
Grand and Reserve lowa State Sale cham- 
pions. Many popular family cows with 
outstanding type were purchased for the 
foundation. The herd now consists of 50 
or more females, all ages. Particular 
attention has been given to the selection 
of good bulls. The present herd sires 
are now owned jointly with Harold Pet- 
zmik, Lewis Jones and Don Jones. It 
seems only natural that Jack should be 
chosen President of Crestmoore. His 
home and his cattle are located on North 
Creston town line, just east of Cherry 
Street Road. 


Lewis and Ruth Jones, much like the 
Mershons, have been identified with pure- 
bred livestock much of their lives. Lewis 
just recently retired from school life, 
spent forty-five years in the teaching 
profession. His recent retirement con- 
cluded nineteen years as Vocational Agri- 
culture instructor in the Creston school 
system. Lewis has often made the re- 
mark, “I don’t dare have any livestock 
that aren’t top quality.” That certain- 
ly is true of his present small, but very 
select herd. Lewis has been selected as 
Secretary of Crestmoore, Any corres- 
pondence will be given his prompt at- 
tention. 


F. R. Bennett and Sons are located 
two miles south and three miles west 
of Creston. “Speck”, Mr. Bennett, Sen- 
ior, is probably as well known as any 
farmer in southwest lowa. In the past 
ten years or more, there have been few 
farm activities worth mentioning where 
“Speck” has not been either president or 
on the board. At the present time he is 
serving an extended term as president of 
the Farmers Co-op of Creston, one of the 
largest Co-ops in southern lowa. He and 
Mrs. Bennett have owned registered 
Angus cattle since 1935, but not until 
1948, when their oldest son, Louis, joined 
the 4-H Club, did they really get into 
the purebred business. At that time they 
purchased nine outstanding registered 
heifers, along with a quality bull. Since

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The June period saw all three classes 
of livestock work downward in price and 
resulted in setting new lows for the year. 
A combination of increased marketings, 
particularly in cattle and hogs, and lower 
prices for meat cuts in wholesale chan- 
nels were the contributing factors to 
the decline. 


The increase in the number of 
slaughter steers included numerous loads 
of longfed steers that were well in the 
choice grade and averaged above 1150 
pounds. It was on these particular kinds 
that buyers applied most of the pressure. 
In fact, just before the the fat 
steer trade began to take on a two-way 
look, The broad demand for 
yearling steers weighing down from L100 
pounds and the limited number of prime 
grade steers of ali weights stimulated 
the action on these two classes.

The increase in the number of longfed 
weighty choice steers was almost a sure 
indicator that cattlemen would begin a 
steady movement of these kinds to mar- 
ket. The kinds to 
market was anticipated by many in the 
industry to take place several weeks 
back, however, cattle were 
stressing added weights on low cost feed 
to try to offset high first The 
cattle were held back to such a point that 
many were beginning to believe that the 
steers were not in the feed lots to begin 
with. An increase in the number of cattle 
on feed was reported in the last quarter 
of 1958 and then again at the outset of 
the new year. Through most of the new 
year the number of steers slaughtered at 
inspected packers throughout the country 
failed to show any sizable increase over 
the previous year. That in turn left al- 
most no doubt that the new crop cattle 
were still in the feed lots. This recent 
movement of longfeds the latter part of 
this month indicates the cattle were be- 
ing held back.

The passing weeks should bare this 
feature out even more so, An increase in 
the number of prime steers should also 
be in the offing. 


With many feed lots in the Corn Belt 
cutting well into their finished steers, 
finishers in nine states have stepped up 
their pace in purchasing replacement 
cattle and calves. Records show that the 
buy during May broke all records for 
that month when farmers purchased a 
total of 348,583 head as compared with 
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277,348 head the same month a year ago, 
the former May record. 

In the five months of this the 
nine states have purchased 1,846,687 head 
of stockers and feeder cattle and calves. 
This is a new record by a wide margin 
over the 1958 former record of 1,460,943 
total, 

A recent

livestock. Their strong hold on replace 
ment stock was again apparent as cattle 
men in the northern plains and northern 
Rocky Mountain states witnessed another 
excellent calving season, This was topped 
by good summer growing weather for 
both grass and young cattle. 

As reported previously in this column 
there is some fear of drought, Spotted 
areas have reported rather dry, 
however, the over-all picture still remains 
good. The current downward price trend 
in fat cattle has caused some concern 
among ranchers. 

Getting back to our fat steer trading 
on the Chicago terminal, prime cattle 
failed to show any increase over the pre- 
vious month when this class only made 
up about 5 per cent of the live receipts.

Killers took the bulk of the 
that made up approximately 70 
per cent of the run and the highest since 
November of last year, sold within a 
price range of $27.50 to $28.50.

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It was 76 years ago (in 1883) that 
the first herd of registered Angus was 
established in the Hawkeye state. For 
more than half a century Iowa has been 
in the forefront, nationally, in the breed- 
ing of Angus. 

This is not surprising. lowa is second 
state in the nation in beef cattle num- 
bers, being exceeded only by Texas, 
but ranks first in total valuation of its 
beef cattle. Progressive lowa cattlemen 
were quick to recognize the superior 
fleshing qualities of the Blacks and soon 
developed a premium market in the beef 
eating sections of the east for prime 
lowa Angus beef. In the feedlot, in the 
major fairs and shows, lowa Angus 
breeders and feeders proved the supe- 
riority of Doddies. The work of these 
early men spread the number of Angus 
herds east and west, north and south. 
Today few herds in the nation do not 
have seed stock tracing back to foun- 
dation Iowa Angus. 

According to Association records the 
first lowa Angus herd was that of John 
H. Griffiths, Shenandoah, Iowa. The fol- 
lowing year Archie Reid and Brother of 
Cresco joined the Doddie ranks, as did 
Ben F. Elbert of Albia, In 1886 A, C. 
Binnie established his noted herd at 
Alta. However, it was in the 1890s 
that breed progress through the in- 
creased availability of foundation stock 
brought some of the giants of the breed 
into the picture—W. A. McHenry of 
Denison; Otto V. Battles of Maquoketa; 
Charles Escher of Botna; Pat Donohoe 
and Mike Donohoe of Holbrook; Cantine 
Brothers and Stevenson of Quimby; 
John Fitch of Lake City; C. D. Nichols 
of Cresco; Ed Davis of Iowa City; W. 
B. Seeley of Mt. Pleasant; William Cash 
of Holbrook; Isenbarger Brothers of 
Battle Creek. 

The turn of the century, the start of 
the great International show in Chicago 
and other leading expositions, signaled 
the real upturn in prominence of Iowa 
Angus. It is significant that at the 
first International in 1900 the grand 
champion carcass steer was from Iowa 
—the first of more than a score of such 
awards to lowa Angus breeders and 
feeders. 

Probably no herd in Angus history 
had more long-range influence on the 

breed than did the “Premier Herd” of 
W. A. McHenry of Denison. An ex- 
tensive land-owner and cattle feeder Mr.

McHenry bought his first Angus in the 
1880s to cross on Shorthorn cows for 
the purpose of dehorning. From these 
Angus bulls he went to registered fe- 
males and by 1900 had one of the top 
herds of the nation. 


It is interesting to note that his first 
foundation cow (bought in 1887) was 
Barbarity 2d, progenitress of a line of 
McHenry Barbara females still in es- 
teem today. Great females produced in 
the herd include Barbara McHenry 13th, 
International junior champion in 1900; 
senior and grand champion in 1901; 
Barbara McHenry 24th, junior champion 
in 1909 and senior and grand champion 
in 1910; Pride McHenry 73d, Inter- 
national grand champion in 1909; and 
Blackcap McHenry 88th, Chicago grand 
champion of 1913, To these great cows 
should be added the Queen Mothers and 
Coquettes to which he was partial be- 
cause of their producing power—mostly 
great herd bulls. 

Many outstanding bulls were used in 
the McHenry herd—10th Laird of Estill, 
Glenfoil Thickset 2d (only 3 times Inter- 
national grand champion), Erwin C., and 
others. But the greatest bull owned in 


the McHenry herd was not destined to 
make breed history under the McHenry 
banner. When the herd was sold in 1916 
to Escher & Ryan of Botna, Iowa, one 
of the young bulls in the transaction 
was Earl Marshall. Bred in the Me- 
Henry herd, he was by Protine, by 
Baden Lad, he by 10th Laird of Estill, 
previously mentioned. His dam was 
Erica McHenry 12th, representing much 
McHenry breeding, and herself a grand- 
daughter of 10th Laird of Estill. 


Earl Marshall went on to be known as 
the “King of Sires” in the lowa herd. 
He sired 5 International grand cham- 
yion sons—Prince Marshall (1921); Bar 

arshall (1922); Blackcap Revolution 
(1923); Black Marshall 11th (1924); 
Quality Marshall (1926). The four 
straight International champions by one 
sire is still a record. Earl Marshall also 
sired the International grand champion 
female, Pride Protest 6th (1922). This 
great line of breeding continued to make 
history in Iowa and the nation for 
Blackcap Revolution went on to sire 3 
International grand champion sons— 
Revolution 7th (1927); Revolution of

And to that master feeder and fitter, 
the quiet, canny Scotsman George Ed- 
wards, Iowa Angus breeders owe much. 
It would be hard to estimate the number 
of boys and girls, and men and women, 
who have gained at least part of their 
Angus knowledge from this great herds- 
man. 

In summation of the Iowa contribution 
to the championships at the Inter- 
national, Iowa breeders have won the 
coveted get of sire award 25 out of 53 
times or 47.2 per cent of the time; 15 
out of 50 grand champion bulls, or 30 
per cent; 20 out of 50 grand champion 
females, or 40 per cent; 52.5 per cent 
of the Angus grand champion car lot 
steers; 32 per cent of the grand cham- 
pion carcasses; 37.5 per cent of the An- 
gus grand champion steers; 36 per cent 
of junior grand champions. 


Since the pioneer days Iowa breeders 
have served as president of the Ameri- 
can Angus Association 18 times: Wil- 
liam A. McHenry of Denison (1891-92- 
93); M. L. Evans of Emerson (1898); 
Ed T. Davis of Iowa City (1905-1936); 
Will J. Miller of Newton (1908); A. C. 
Binnie of Alta (1911); H. J. Hess of 
Waterloo (1913); Charles Escher, Jr., 
of Botna (1917); Father J. C. White 
of Maloy (1919); Otto V. Battles of 
Maquoketa (1920-1934); Carl A. Rosen- 
feld of Kelley (1922); W. A. Hopley 
of Atlantic (1935); H. D. Miller of 
Morley (1939); John B. Brown of Rose 
Hill (1943); Otto G. Nobis of Davenport 
(1944); J. M. Tudor of Olin (1948); and 
Elliott Brown of Rose Hill (1958).

I guess I have 
been in every state with any Angus 
numbers, but I know that Iowa has 
more good ones, in more herds, than 
any place else you can go.”

and seeded to orchard grass and ladino 
clover. Later fescue replaced the orchard 
grass. Fertilizer applications of 10-10-10 
and 6-12-12 have also been used. The re- 
sult has been land built up to where it 
can produce up to 3,000 pounds of tobacco 
per acre and 75 to 80 bushel corn, How- 
ever, row crops are confined to the valley 
land. Grass holds the slope soil in place. 


Of the 2,000 acres 800 acres has been 
cleared and is in largely grass produc- 
tion. Some of the steeper slopes have 
been re-forested. State and national 
honors have been awarded Dr. Barnes for 
his far-sighted land use program. 


Few breeding herds in the country are 
handled more economically than at Bald 
Rock. A long grazing season takes care 
of most of the feed problem. In winter 
the mature females are carried on grass 
silage plus protein. Five silos on the farm 
are used for grass silage and for some 
corn silage. Heifers are bred to calve at 
24 months. Formerly they were bred at 
18 months to calve just short of three 
years, Dr. Barnes feels that this earlier 
calving, with adequate nutrition, makes 
for a mature cow that is not too small, 
in addition to getting an extra calf. “We 
had one heifer that was bred accidental- 
ly and calved at 14 months. She devel- 
oped into a decent sized cow and her calf 
in the feedlot did all right. However, we 
don’t recommend this practice.” 


A rigid culling program is still carried 
out at Bald Rock with 70 per cent of the 
bull calves steered. Heifers not good 
enough still go the beef route. “During 
the years the farm and herd were being 
built up steers and cull females market- 
ed as beef paid the farm bills.” In spite 
of the severe culling program 199 calves 
were registered in 1958 and more will be 
registered this year with a large number 
of heifers coming into production. 


Bald Rock Farms, in the “Sergeant 
York” country, is a great place to visit. 
A visit renews one’s faith in the value of 
good Black cattle in intelligent land use. 
It is an object lesson that is being copied 
by increasing numbers of farmers in the 
Cumberland foothills country.

measured by weaning weights of calves, 
these weaning weights can be useful in 
estimating the milk producing ability a 


_ bull transmits to his daughters. 


The example in Table 1 shows how 
weaning weight information could be 
used to evaluate this trait in a bull. The 
right hand columns of the table show a 
set of cows and the adjusted weaning 
weights of their calves. The average ad- 
justed weaning weight of their calves 
was 444 pounds. The left hand columns 
are the daughters of these calves by the 
sire in question and the adjusted wean- 
ing weights of their calves. These daugh- 
ters are paternal half-sisters except for 
numbers 22 and 26, who are full sisters. 
The average adjusted weaning weight of 
the calves of these half-sisters was 474 
pounds. This is a 30 pound increase 
over their dams.

Before attaching too much significance 
to this 30 pound increase, the conditions 


in the herd should be analyzed. Were 
the conditions alike for both sets of 
calves? Were both sets of calves sired 
by the same bulls? If the answer to 
both of these is yes, it would seem safe 
to say that this sire transmitted ability 
for higher milk production to his daugh- 
ters than that possessed by their dams. 

It should be remembered that just as 
a good bull can bring about improvement 
in weaning weights, a poor one can be 
the cause of a decline in weaning weights. 
Many years of selection in the cow herd 
for heavy weaning weights can be lost 
by the use of one bull who transmits 
ability for low milk production or mother- 
ing ability to his daughters. 


Classification and Weights at 12 
Months of Age 

Scores and weights at 12 months of 
age can be used as a basis for individual 
selection of the bulls and heifers them- 
selves. It is a sound basis of selection 
and will receive heavy use for this pur- 
pose. However, these records can also be 
used for measuring the transmitting 
ability of bulls and cows for type and 
growth rate. The real breeding value 
of a bull or cow is not how he or she 
looks and performs but how their off-

spring look and perform, For example, 
the best measure of the transmitting 
ability of a bull for type is the average 
type score or classification of all of his 
offspring if the number of offspring 
exceeds five. Averages based on selected 
records are worthless and misleading. 

Table 2 gives the summary of the 
adjusted yearling weights and scores of 
the calves by two bulls used in the same 
herd. These weights are adjusted to a 
basis of bulls on full feed. This means 
that these are the average weights ex- 
pected if all the calves included had been 
bull calves and had been ful! fed (with- 
out nurse cows).

Calves by bull number 2 gained about 
one-half pound per day faster, from birth 
to 12 months of age, than the calves by 
bull number 1. The calves by number 2 
also scores about two points higher,

Classification Performance 

1. The opportunity to see these two 
sires, or, 2. The opportunity to see these 
records ? 

Table 3 illustrates the importance of 
not using selected scores or records in 
comparing bulls. When all calves which 
have been scored are included, bull num- 
ber 2 is about two points better than 
bull number 1. However, on the basis of 
the offspring selected to stay in the herd, 
bull 1 appears to be superior to bull 2. 
There is no question that the best com- 
parison of the transmitting ability of 
these bulls for type and conformation is 
based on the averages which include all 
of their calves and not a selected group 
as shown on the right.

Official Herd Classification 
Where does Official Herd Classification 
fit into an overall Angus Herd Improve- 
ment Record? The following points 
should be considered: 

1. Have the entire herd classified. 

2. Analyze the classification and deter- 
mine where the herd is weak (See talk 
by Mr. McSpadden.) 

3. Do something about correcting these 
weaknesses. 

4. Each year following the original 
classification have the next crop of 
bulls and heifers classified before they 
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reach two years of age. 

5. This classification could be used as the 
yearling score discussed previously for 
the Herd Improvement Record. 

6. Urge the Association to move the 
minimum age of classification back to 
12 months or have them provide some 
other kind of official scoring for this 
younger age. This needs to be done 
so that more of the calves will be in- 
cluded. Too many bulls and heifers 
leave the herd before they are two 
years of age and classifying only those 
which are left at that age can result 
in a biased average. 


Performance testing is and will con- 
tinue to be used. Breed associations 
should take leadership and responsibility 
for it because— 

1. They can see to it that conformation 
or type is made an integral part of it. 

2. When conformation or type is includ- 
ed, uniformity of classifying or scor- 
ing is needed. If it is sponsored by 
breed associations they can see to it 
that only trained and qualified per- 
sonnel are used to do the scoring or 
classifying. 

3. Breed associations are set up to handle 
and process the records. 

4. They have the finances to get it start- 
ed until it can carry itself. 

5. They have the obligation to work for 
breed improvement. 

6. Records taken and approved by the 

Association will have wider accept- 

ance. 


In summary there are six points which 
should be emphasized. 

1. An Angus Herd Improvement Record 
should include both conformation or 
type and size or growth rate at 
weaning and one year of age. 

2. It should be sponsored by the Na- 
tional Association. 

3. It must not be detailed or complicated 
and only a minimum of records should 
be handled on the farms. 

4. It will be several years after it is 
started before there will be sufficient 
records for the full value of the pro- 
gram to be realized. 

. An Angus Herd Improvement Record 

should not replace techniques used in 

the past, but as an additional tool to 
use for Angus improvement, in the 
future. 

For herd sire comparisons to be valid 

and useful records will be needed on 

all offspring, and not on selected indi- 
viduals. 


An Angus Herd Improvement Record 
which measures and records the impor- 
tant economic traits of purebred Angus 
calves will be valuable in measuring 
transmitting abilities of herd sires and 
brood cows and cannot help but be of 
assistance in the improvement, promotion 
and merchandising of Angus cattle.

BLOWFLIES CAN CAUSE TROUBLE 


The other day we stopped at a farm 
where a calf that had been born a few 
days earlier was acting sick. An 
examination showed why, for the navel 
region was fairly crawling with blowfly 
maggots. The owner was surprised to 
see them, and said he had never had a 
fly-blown animal before. This wasn’t 
surprising, for he had always farmed in 
one of the northern states. Such trouble 
is much commoner in the southern states 
where the screwworm flies exist. The 
life cycle is much the same for all the 
different flies that “strike” animals. 


Eggs are laid in wounds or dirty areas 
of the body, with attacks often follow- 
ing wire cuts, dehorning, or castration. 
Wet sheep or the filthy buttocks of 
animals suffering from diarrhea may be 
attacked, and the same is true of the 
navels of newborn animals. Long- 
haired dogs and cats may be “struck” 
like sheep, and fly eggs are often laid 
in or on carcasses. Maggots or larvae 
hatch from the eggs in a short time, 
and at once begin to feed on their sur- 
roundings. After a few days they drop 
to the ground and enter the pupal stage 
which may last from three days during 
a hot spell to much longer in cold 
weather. They leave the pupal case as 
adult flies which may start laying eggs 
of their own a few hours later. 

A characteristic bad odor may be the 
first thing that calls attention to a fly- 
blown animal, and infested areas are 
always inflamed and badly swollen. A 
definite diagnosis is made by finding 
the pale-colored maggots. Treatment 
is much the same for all animals, re- 
gardless of the species of fly that has 
laid the eggs. 

In the case of sheep, dogs, and cats, 
it begins with clipping around the 
“struck” area, and burning the clippings 
to destroy fly eggs or larvae that may 
be in them. Maggots in wounds can be 
killed by applications of gasoline, chlo- 
roform, Smear 62, or the EQ335 recom- 
mended by the USDA. Many stockmen

arations. These are available through 
veterinarians in “bomb” type containers 
that can be held in one hand while 
the contents are sprayed on affected 
areas. A Montana report indicates that 
sheep can be successfully treated by 
drenching with ET-57, the drug used 
to control cattle grubs. Results in that 
state were best in sheep where the mag- 
gots had penetrated the skin, and 
treatment was of little value in super- 
ficial infestations. Effective oral dosage 
ranged from 150 to 200 mg. per kilo- 
gram of body weight. Treatment with 
any of the standard remedies is com- 
pleted by the application of something 
that will aid healing at the same time 
that flies are repelled to keep them 
from laying eggs to permit reinfestation. 
The Smear 62 and EQ335 are both good 
for this purpose, while pine tar and 
iodoform are old favorites which are 
also effective. 


Prevention consists of following these 
recommendations curing the summer 
months: 

1. Destroy dead animals promptly, 
preferably by burning. As an alter- 
native, they can be deeply buried im- 
mediately after death, 

2. Eliminate possible causes of wounds 
like projecting nails, protruding boards, 
and scattered pieces of barbed wire. 

3. Keep hair trimmed away from the 
anus of dogs and cats. 

4. Use a suitab'e fly repellent on 
the navels of all new-born animals 
shortly after birth. 

5. Treat all wounds promptly with 
something like lindane or EQ335. 

6. Feed all animals carefully and fol- 
low some system of controlling internal 
parasites to decrease the danger of diar- 
rhea. 

7. Avoid jobs like dehorning, cas- 
tration, docking, and ear-marking. If 
they must be done in fly time, treat 
resulting wounds every two or three 
days until they are healed. 

8. Inspect all animals every few days 
for wounds or symptoms of “blowing” 
by flies. Special attention should be 
paid to sheep that separate themselves 
from the flock and show patches of wet, 
discolored wool.

Poor Management and Feeding 

The term “management” is somewhat 
elusive and all-inclusive. As used in the 
discussion that follows, reference is made 
only to those beef cattle management 
practices pertinent to breeding efficiency.

rates are obtained when the cow is bred 
more than 6 hours, but less than 24 
hours, before ovulation. To meet these 
timing relationships, cows that are de- 
tected in heat in the morning should be 
bred during the afternoon of the same 
day, and those detected in the afternoon 
should be bred late that evening or early 
the next morning. 

When the beginning of heat is known 
with certainty, it is best to wait at least 
six to twelve hours before breeding. In 
general, good results will be obtained 
when cows are bred within 24 hours 
after the beginning of heat or within 6 
hours after the end of heat. 

Where hand mating is practiced, this 
means that failure to detect accurately 
when a cow is in heat may account for 
some breeding failures. Experience and 
careful observation are the answers to 
this problem. In addition to recognizing 
the signs of estrus, where hand mating is 
to be followed, the herdsman should 
keep a record of breeding dates and ob- 
serve heat periods for each cow. 


Improper Feeding 

Improper feeding may imply (1) un- 
commonly high or low feed intake, or 
(2) a deficiency of specific nutrients. 

Restricted rations often occur during 
periods of drought, when pastures or 
ranges are overstocked, or when winter 
rations are skimpy. When such depriva- 
tions are extreme, there may be lowered 
reproductive efficiency on a temporary 
basis. It is noteworthy, however, that ex- 
perimental results to date fail to show 
that the fertility of the germ cells is 
seriously impaired by uncommonly high 
or low feed and nutrient intakes. In con- 
trast to these findings, it is equally 
clear that the onset of heat and ovula- 
tion in young heifers is defnitely and 
positively correlated with the level of 
nutrient intake; thus, if feed or nutrient 
intake is too low for normal rates of 
growth and development, the onset of 
reproductive function is delayed. 

Likewise, too liberal feeding and high 
condition may cause sterility. Sometimes 
the presence of an excessive amount of 
fat in the pelvic region leads to a partial 
protrusion of the vagina and eventual in- 
flammation. Also, where a female re- 
mains in an excessively high condition 
for an extended period of time, degenera- 
tion of the ovarian follicles may occur, 
thereby producing a prolonged state of 
sterility. 
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Under natural conditions, a deficiency 
of vitamin A is the only vitamin likely 
to be lacking in cattle rations; and they 
obtain plenty of the precursor (carotene) 
when they are on green pasture or re- 
ceive reasonable amounts of green hay 
not over one year old. A severe defic- 
iency of vitamin A may result in a low 
conception rate, a small calf crop—with 
many calves weak or stillborn and with 
some calves born blind or without eye- 
balls, but estrus may remain normal. 


Under practical conditions it has been 
observed that when cows are on a phos- 
phorus-deficient ration, there is a marked 
inhibition of estrus and a tendency to 
reproduce every other year. Also, it is 
believed that heat periods are supressed 
when there is a copper deficiency. How- 
ever, experimental results have failed to 
show that the fertility of cows is seri- 
ously impaired by low trace-mineral con- 
tent rations. 


Although an adequate supply of min- 
erals and vitamins is essential for nor- 
mal growth and health, adding an excess 
of these nutrients to a well-balanced 
beef cattle ration fed according to rec- 
ommended practices has no known value 
in curing breeding troubles. 


Exercise 

Although heat periods are more easily 
detected when cows are out in the open, 
exercise is not essential for normal re-

production. It is recognized, however, 
that exercise is necessary for the normal 
well being of the individual. 


Sexual Rest 

For maximum reproductive efficiency, 
cows should not be rebred too soon after 
calving. Although the reproductive tract 
usually returns to normal, within about 
six weeks, barring infection or other ab- 
normalties, it is inadvisable to rebreed 
a cow earlier than 60 days following par- 
turition. This will still allow time for a 
second service if needed without exceed- 
ing the 12 month calving interval. A New 
York study revealed that the highest 
conception rate was obtained when breed- 
ing was between 70 and 90 days after 
calving. In case of retained placenta or 
other calving difficulties, the cow should 
be allowed to go through at least one 
normal heat period before rebreeding. 


Season and Light 

Seasonal variations in conception rate 
have been observed in artificial insem- 
ination associations; poorest conception 
is obtained in the winter and maximum 
in the spring. From this it may be con- 
cluded that the amount of daylight (and 
perhaps the temperature) has an influ- 
ence on fertility—as the amount of day- 
light increases, breeding efficiency in- 
creases proportionately until tempera- 
tures become too hot. 


Physiological and Endocrine 
Disturbances 

The development of the reproductive 
organs, the production of ova, sexual be- 
havior, the attachment and development 
of the fetus, parturition, and lactation 
are primarily regulated by hormones. 
Many cases of reproductive failure, par- 
ticularly of conception and early devel- 
opment, may be due to hormone imbal- 
ance. 

If neither infection of the genital tract 
nor any unusual condition is observed, 
the administration of hormones may be

A wide variety of both natural 
and synthetic hormones is available, but 
none should be used except under the 
direction of a well-informed practitioner. 
The temptation is always strong to ad- 
minister a mixture of hormones in the 
hope that one of them will correct the 
trouble. A wiser plan is to prescribe the 
specific hormone which it is believed 
will produce the desired results; however, 
this is often difficult or impossible, with 
the result that “trial and error” methods 
may be the only alternative. 


Anestrus (Failure To Come In Heat) 

Anestrus is the prolonged period of 
sexual quiescence between the mating 
seasons of animals. The term is used to 
describe a cow which is not showing any 
external signs of heat; which may or 
may not be associated with ovarian in- 
activity. 

This condition is normal in cows im- 
mediately following calving. It may also 
occur in cows in the late winter and 
early spring when nutritional levels are 
low. Estrus can be readily induced in 
such animals by the administration of 
one or several natural or synthetic estro- 
gens, such as estrone or diethylstilbes- 
trol. Although it is unlikely that ovula- 
tion will accompany the induced heat, 
normal cycles are often reestablished 
thereby and conception may occur at the 
next heat period. 


In some cases of anestrus, it may be 
preferable to administer follicle stimu- 
lating hormones. Frequently, these will 
induce both estrus and ovulation, but 
there is a likelihood of undesirable mul- 
tiple ovulations from such treatment. 


Disturbed Estrus Cycles 

Numerous variations of the normal es- 
trus cycle occur, all of which are explain- 
able in terms of improper ganodotropin- 
estrogen - progesterone relationships. 
Among such conditions are the follow- 
ing:

1. Ovulation without estrus; silent 
heats; or estrus of such low intensity 
that recognition is difficult. It has been 
estimated that 20 per cent of ovulations 
in cows are not accompanied by external 
signs of heat. 

2. Animals showing estrus cycles, but 
with delay in ovulation. 

3. Long or short heat periods. 

4. Abnormal intervals between heat 
periods, 

5. Estrus without ovulation, known as 
an anovulatory cycle. 

If it is definitely determined that cows 
with disturbed estrus cycles are not 
pregnant, and if infections have been 
ruled out, the judicious and careful use 
of hormones may be appropriate. Such 
treatment may restore the endocrine bal- 
ance, which, in turn, will condition the 
reproductive system for estrus, concep- 
tion, and pregnancy. 


Sexual Infantilism 

In this condition, the entire reproduc- 
tive tract remains small. Ovulation may 
not occur; if it does, affected heifers may 
exhibit silent heat periods or be irregular 
in their sexual cycles. Sometimes sexual 
development is delayed but reproduction 
is normal after puberty. Heifers with 
this condition may become excessively 
fat and resemble spayed heifers or 
steers. 

Sexual infantilism appears to be due 
to lack of gonadotropic hormone secre- 
tion by the anterior pituitary gland, but, 
unfortunately, treatment with gona- 
dotropins is not often successful. If 
malnutrition does not appear to account 
for the condition, the possibility of a 
heritable factor should be suspicioned. 


Retained Corpus Luteum (Retained 
Yellow Body) 

After the ovarian follicle ruptures and 
the egg is released, the cells within the 
follicular cavity change in character and 
function, forming a corpus luteum or 
yellow body in the cavity of the rup-

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Such individuals may show pronounced 
anatomic and psychologic changes; the 
pelvic ligaments relax so that there is a 
sagging of the loin region and elevation 
of the tail head. Affected cows may ac- 
quire such male characteristics as 
thickened forequarters and may bellow 
and behave like a bull. 

Recommended treatment for cystic 
ovaries consists in the administration of 
a gonadotropin preparation rich in the 
LH fraction, made either from anterior 
pituitary glands or from human preg- 
nancy urine. Also, some advocate that 
the condition be corrected by rupturing 
the cyst through rectal palpation. A 
nymphomaniac cow should not be bred 
too soon after treatment; a waiting per- 
iod of 40 to 60 days is suggested, or 
until the second apparently normal heat. 

There is evidence that the tendency 
toward cystic ovaries is inherited in cat- 
tle. Also, there is a higher incidence in 
the dairy breeds than in the beef breeds. 


Retained Placenta (Retained Afterbirth) 

Normally, the placenta is expelled 
within three to six hours after parturi- 
tion. If it is retained as long as twenty- 
four hours after calving, competent as- 
sistance should be rendered. 

Retained placenta is more common 
following abnormally short or abnormal- 
ly long pregnancies, among older cows, 
and following twinning.

A retained placenta may cause patho- 
logical conditions resulting in uterine 
tissue destruction. This condition may 
or may not affect milk production, but it 
very likely will result in greater diffi- 
culty in getting affected cows settled. 

When a retained placenta is encoun- 
tered, appropriate treatment with anti- 
biotics will often prevent serious damage 
and thus allow the animals to breed nor- 
mally following a suitable rest period of 
three to four months. 


Intersexes and Hermaphrodites 

STEDMAN’S MEDICAL DICTION- 
ARY gives the following definitions of 
intersexes and hermaphrodites: 

Intersexes An individual showing 
both maleness and femaleness, in which 
the sex differences are not confined to 
clearly demarcated parts of the body but 
blend more or less with one another. 

Hermaphrodite—An_ individual whose 
genital organs have the characters of 
both male and female in greater or less 
degree. 

These conditions, which oceur only 
rarely in cattle, are a result of (1) im- 
balance in the maternal fetal endocrine 
system, or (2) genetic factors.

intelligent methods having been used in 
its operation; otherwise it could not have 
remained a going concern over so long 
a period. A breeder told me one time that 
the fewer breeder’s names which appear 
in a pedigree the better he liked it. This 
would be particularly true if the pedigree 
contained the names of only well known 
breeders with good records of achieve- 
ment. 


There seems to be a trend now days in 
favor of imported sires, sires from the 
fountain head of the breed and from 
some of the best herds of the mother 
country, some of them winners at Perth, 
the greatest bull show in the world. This 
is to be commended even though in most 
cases it does involve a complete out-cross. 
It should be understood that most, if not 
all, herds have benefited by the introduc- 
tion from time to time of different 
strains of breeding. As I have pointed 
out this should be done carefully and 
after serious study of all worthy lines of 
breeding. And I don’t know of a better 
way to do it than to introduce some of 
the best bulls available from the country 
which produced our original animals. 


I cannot stress too highly the impor- 
tance of the individuality of the herd 
bull. While it is true that an ordinary in- 
dividual, because of his good breeding, 
may prove to be a better sire than a real 
top individual of mediocre background, 
it is important that the herd bull makes 
a good appearance in the herd. An infer- 
ior looking herd sire is a bad advertise- 
ment for a herd the minute an interested 
observer sees him, whereas an outstand- 
ing individual gives the herd an immed- 
iate uplift in the eyes of one looking for 
breeding stock. Breed improvement is 
based on the theory that like begets like, 
and in most cases it works out that way. 
Naturally, breeding not being an exact 
science this theory can not be relied up- 
on one hunderd percent. At any rate, 
good individuality should be rigidly ad- 
hered to in a herd sire in particular, And 
it should not be necessary to put him in

herd consists of twenty or more cows. 
Petzmik bulls are already building a repu- 
tation, many of them going to Sand Hill 
cattle breeders in Nebraska. The Petzmik 
children can be counted on to show many 
good club calves in their future 4-H 
Club work. 


The Junior Breeders in this arrange- 
ment would be Don and Clara Jones. Don, 
known better as “Mr. Blue Grass”, is gen- 
eral manager of the Creston Seed Com- 
pany. In this capacity he supervises the 
operation that gives Creston the name 
of the Blue Grass Capita! of the World. 
Don says Angus cattle cannot be clas- 
sified as a hobby, nor can it be called his 
major occupation. Out of the necessity 
the herd has to be kept small. There- 
fore, much attention has been given to 
quality and bloodlines. If you ask Don, 
he will tell you the real Farmer Jones 
is his son, David, who devotes full time 
to farming and breeding Angus cattle at 
the Jones Farm near Clarinda, Iowa. 


A tour of the herds comprising Crest- 
moore Angus Farms is an eye-opener. 
All of the herds are small—the largest 
around 30 head of cows, but the quality 
is unusual. The owners from the start 
knew that they could not compete with 
volume herds so they have concentrated 
on top individuals. 


One foundation cow that has contribu- 
ted to the Jack Merschon and Don Jones 
herds is worthy of special attention. She 
is a Georgina with 27 female descendants 
in the two herds. Her mother was the 
imported Evergenda of Haymount, the old 
foundation cow is named Evergenda 2d. 
She has a lot of years on her but still 
comes up with a top calf every year. 
And she was kept around because she, 
her daughters and her granddaughters, 
have been outstanding producers, as well 
as Georginas. It isn’t hard to pick out 
these cows in the pasture; they are thick, 
deep and broody looking. 


One of the bulls in use should also be 
mentioned—Pageileenmere S. 100th, a son 
of Pageileenmere 10th. He is owned by 
three of the Crestmoore members and is 
one of the smoothest bulls in the coun- 
try. He is a bull that has been allowed 
to grow up without benefit of corn. He 
is most impressive in the soundness and 
correctness of his legs and feet—‘he 
has had his feet trimmed only once,” 
one of his owners said. A bull with an 
unusually powerful head he is doing a 
real breeding job. Among his calves are 
an unusually high percentage of “keep-

class was made up almost entirely of 
good to choice quality stock that sold 
within a price range of $25.50 to $28.75. 
Late in the period, sales above $28.25 
were reported in a limited way. 


Ideal weather conditions throughout 
the Corn Belt has placed most crops well 
ahead of the previous year. This is a 
most welcome note as the huge supply of 
corn and other grains and feeds on hand 
after last year’s record harvest has been 
consumed at an amazing rate. This all 
relates back to the record number of ani- 
mals on feed. With livestock numbers on 
the increase once again, feed grain use 
will continue to remain high along with 
abundant supplies.

SHOW EQUIPMENT BOX 

4-H Livestock club members and other 
showmen will find a portable equipment 
box to be a useful item at the coming 
shows and fairs. Such a box can be from 
36 to 48 inches long, 18 to 24 inches 
wide and 15 to 18 inches deep depending 
on how much gear it must hold. 

A box of this type is especially handy 
at fairs to prevent brushes, combs, halters 
and other essential equipment from stray- 
ing. Storage space for small articles 
can be provided by sliding trays. Room 
for a feed bucket should also be provid- 
ed. Inside the lid a pocket is suggested 
for a record book and other papers and 
a padlock fastener. 

A kit which has everything except the 
lumber for making such a box is offered 
by Nasco of Ft. Atkinson, Wisconsin. 
All of the hardware (sometimes difficult 
to locate in smaller towns) is provided. 
This includes hinges, hasp, chest handles, 
metal chest corners, cover hold-opens and 
screws and nails. Also detailed plans 
and instructions and lumber list. Ship- 
ping weight is 8 lbs. and the price of the 
kit is $4.95 plus postage.

Performance Registry International su- 
pervises the weighing of calves at wean- 
ing time, interpolates these weights into 
205 day weights giving consideration to 
age of dam. Bull calves, raised as ours 
are, are certified if they weigh 500 l|bs., 
heifers if they weigh 450, and steers if 
they weigh 475. Our herd bull calves 
show the following excellent results. 
Seven bulls out of eight, fourteen heifers 
out of seventeen, and three steers out of 
seven, by ANKONIAN MONOCACY 2d, 
achieved the necessary weights. All bulls 
averaged 535, all heifers 491, and all 
steers 466. Six out of nine bulls, five out 
of six heifers, and one out of one steer, 
by El Kaymere 56th achieved the neces- 
sary weights. All bulls averaged 482, all 
heifers 469, and the one steer 543. 


All the calves by Ankonian Monocacy 
2d averaged 47 lbs. more per head at 205 
days, than the calves of our former four 
herd sires. 


The fact that so many calves of our 
present sires gained these weights should 
indicate that their sons and daughters, 
will produce calves with excellent weights. 


GRADING 


But true beef type is just as essential 
as weight. Representatives of the Mary- 
land Beef Cattle Improvement Associa- 
tion, grade our calves at weaning time. 
A grade of 87 to 100 is for fancy, excel- 
lent to outstanding calves. A grade of 
82 to 87 represents choice animals. 
Twenty-six calves by Ankonian Monocacy 
2d have been graded. Thirteen graded 87 
or higher, 23 graded 82 or more. The 
average grade was 86%. Eight calves by 
El Kaymere 56th have been graded. Five 
were 87 or higher. All were 82 or better. 
Average was 86.

The tremendous growth of the program 
since its inception 8 months ago and its 
continued popularity is founded on two 
facts. (1) The breeders see the value of 
the program, and (2) the simplicity of 
the procedures which makes participation 
easy. 

The program has 2 phases (1) Pre- 
weaning and (2) Postweaning. In the 
preweaning phase the growth of the calf 
is expressed as average daily gain. This 
is obtained by weighing each calf with 
portable scales owned by the University 
of Kentucky Extension Service. The 
weight is taken between the ages of 4 
months and weaning and the daily gain 
is adjusted for age of dam, sex of calf, 
and season of birth. Great differences 
in daily gain have been observed during 
the suckling period. The range is from 
.68 to 3.05 pounds of gain per day (ad- 
justed) with an average of 1.78 pounds 
per day. This points out the inherent 
differences in the ability of animals to 
gain. 

The average grade of the calves tested 
is high good, but the grades range from 
common to fancy indicating that there 
are also differences in type that are heri- 
table. 

Since both weight and grade determine 
the worth of an animal an index value 
which is an indication of the overall merit 
of the calf is calculated by giving equal 
weight to daily gain and type. This in- 
dex value is also an indication of the 
production of the cow. 

The second phase of the program meas- 
ures growth of the animal after wean- 
ing. This is done on bulls and steers by 
determining the average daily gain on 
feed. This growth can be on any type 
of feeding regime from largely rough- 
ages to full feed. The only restriction is

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New Breeder 


By George Vest 


Uppermost in the minds of prospective cattle breeders is 
how to go about acquiring the right kind of breeding stock and 
what to do in order to develop a sound breeding program. The 
initial step, of course, is the actual purchase of cattle, which 
for reasons of unfamiliarity with the project at hand, the 
average new breeder finds himself placing the emphasis on 
cost rather than on worth. 

The cheaper cattle to the new breeder seem economical at 
first, but the realization soon comes that quality cattle are 
more economical in the long run and a herd rebuilding program 
is in order. New breeders could possibly avoid this dilemma 
by seeking the assistance of neighboring breeders who have al- 


ready established reputable breeding herds of their own. 


The development of a sound breeding program follows 
the same pattern, where the advice and experience of estab- 
lished breeders is of indispensable value. Pedigrees and all 
Angus information that is available in published form should 


be acquired and studied. 


One of the first things (having already subscribed to the 
ANGUS JOURNAL, we hope) is to contact the American 
Angus Association at 3201 Frederick Boulevard in St. Joseph, 
Missouri. Both the ANGUS JOURNAL and the Association 
maintain a field force of representatives to assist breeders at 
all times. The Association has been established as a recording 
organization for the purpose of recording all registrations and 
transfers of purebred Angus cattle in the United States. A 
lifetime membership in the Association, which entitles you to 
all services at a reduced rate, is $20 with junior memberships, 
for those under 21, at $5, the additional $15 to be paid when 


they come of age. 


One of the first things you’ll receive from the Association 
is a booklet on How to Register Angus Cattle, the rules and 
instructions. This booklet contains information on member- 
ship, the rules of registration, rules for transfer, how to record 
imported animals, duplicate certificates, fees charged for serv- 
ices, supplies and equipment, and, one of the most important 
items and one often neglected by established breeders . . . how 
to carry on correspondence with the Association. The em- 
phasis here is to check and double check all letters to the 
Association as to spelling of names, correct dates and proper 
fees. The amount of time spent in correcting data through 
the additional exchange of correspondence is terrific and one 
of the big reasons why it takes more time to complete registra- 


tions or transfers of cattle. 


Another booklet put out by the Association, Cattle Raising 
at Its Best, is designed to cover the various phases of the 
production end of the business. Otto V. Battles, veteran 
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Angus breeder of Los Olivos, California, and owner of Rose- 
mere Farms gives some excellent pointers on “Founding a 
Herd of Aberdeen-Angus.” He emphasizes correct type, med- 
ium scale and natural fleshing as important facts to keep in 
mind while selecting foundation cattle. In his tips to the 
beginner, he states: (1) Seek advice from experienced and 
successful breeders rather than from high pressure promoters, 
many ef whom have had no practical experience with breed- 
ing problems; (2) Investigate for yourself the claims made 
for supposedly rare families before being influenced to pay 
dearly for families which a certain group may have for the 
amount endowed with a magic touch; (3) Make your own 
selections as far as possible with the aid of a competent and 
unprejudiced judge; (4) Keep in mind that the fundamental 
purpose of purebred livestock is to improve the average qual- 
ity of beef cattle and for that reason the breeder of regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus to meet with the fullest success must 
produce the kind of cattle that gives the commercial producer 
the best results when he sends them to market. 


The booklet also contains articles on Selecting a Herd Sire, 
Care of the Herd Bull, How to Develop Calves, The Art of 
Fitting Champions, Fitting Cattle for Sale, Selling Purebred 
Angus, The Local Association, A Commercial Herd in Texas, 
A Commercial Herd in Colorado and The Finished Product . . . 
Beef. On the back page of the booklet is a Standard of Ex- 
cellence for Angus Cattle, giving the fine points of animal con- 


formation. 


Another booklet which gives all the facts on WHY you 
should breed Angus cattle is Blacks Breed Better Beef, also a 
publication of the Association. It gives the show record of 
the breed and the reasons why commercial men and cattle 
feeders prefer the Blacks. 


One of the latest booklets available is the Star of your Fu- 
ture, devoted to selection, feeding, managing, fitting and 
showing of beef project calves and purebred heifers and dedi- 
cated to the boys and girls of America. Expert cattlemen and 
prominent breeders give the inside story on how to do it with 
the breed of the future. 


Just coming off the press is the new directory of state, 
regional and local associations which supplements the regular 
membership directory. All booklets may be obtained by simply 
writing the public relations department of the Association. 


NEWS FROM YOUR ASSOCIATION appears as a regular 
feature of the ANGUS JOURNAL in the front of the maga- 
zine. In addition to the latest bulletins, stories and reports 
of Angus activities throughout the country are carried along 
with a list of officers and representatives of the Association.

ANGUS CARCASSES SHOW 
TOP VALUE IN FIRST 
HOOSIER BEEF SHOW 

An Angus steer shown by Purdue 
University, Lafayette, Indiana, produced 
the grand champion carcass at the re- 
cent Hoosier Beef Show at the Kingan 
packing plant in Indianapolis to further 
emphasize the widely noted ability of 
Angus cattle to produce carcasses of 
highest value. The show was the most 
comprehensive carcass contest ever held 
in the U. S. The animals were sold at 
auction, shown on foot, and on the rail 
a detailed analysis of each steer’s value 
determined the carcass placings. All 
the entries were bred and owned by 
Indiana beef producers. 

One side of each carcass was cut in- 
to wholesale cuts. These were then 
weighed and priced according to quality 
and from these figures each steer’s live 
value per hundredweight was computed. 
The significant results showed that the 
20 Angus steers in the contest had the 
highest average dressing per cent, the 
highest average percentage of lean cuts, 
the highest average loin eye area, and 
the highest average dollar-value per 
hundredweight as live steers. 

Carl Scott, Yorktown, Indiana, was 
the judge of the steers on foot. The 
champion steer on foot was an Angus 
exhibited by Golden Dawn Farm, Car- 
thage, and the reserve champion on foot 
was also an Angus steer. It was shown 
by Peter Pfendler of Gardner. 

Thirty-three of the 103 steers shown 
on foot were Angus. The carcass phase 
of the contest was limited to the top 
five steers on foot from both the light- 
weight and heavyweight classes in each 
breed plus any other three carcasses 
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the judges wanted included. Twenty of 
the 33 Angus steers were selected either 
on foot, or as carcasses, for the contest. 

Carcass judges were L. E. Kunkle of 
Ohio State University, Columbus, B. C. 
Breidenstein of the University of II- 
linois, Urbana and Mr. Scott. The con- 
test was sponsored by Purdue Uni- 
versity, the Kingan Division of the 
Hygrade Food Products Corporation, the 
Indiana Beef Breeders Association, and 
the Indianapolis Stockyards Company.

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NEWS FROM THE 
MINNESOTA FARMER 


Harold P. Groven, Meadowlark Farms, 
Huntley, Minnesota sends us a brief mes- 
sage on a Minnesota Farmers viewpoint 
of this registered breeding business. 

We represent the average, midwest 
breeder of cattle, with an average sized 
herd of fifty to seventy-five brood cows, 
average acreage (five hundred-twenty 
acres), and average buildings, labor and 
management. 


In my limited travels, I have found 
that everyone, regardless of economic, ra- 
cial, or climatic status, has depressed 
moments when one needs an elixir to 
stimulate one back to normalcy, or even 
to a temporary feeling of security, well- 
being, or exuberance. Some get this 
jolt through various means, all the way 
from coffee, tobacco, beetle-nut, to al- 
cohol, churrus, or opiates. Women, be- 
cause of too much routine, or dull hus- 
bands, get relief by buying a new dress, 
hat, cosmetics, or even a change of pas- 
ture, 


Farming can become humdrum, even 
the raising of cattle. Pure breeding 
tends to keep one’s interest in the cat- 
tle, and, as a result, the gradual improve- 
ment gives one a daily lift in seeing new 
calves, experimentation with new breed- 
ing lines, and interesting pedigrees, 
which, to a long term breeder, may be- 
come an evergrowing stimulus. You wake 
up to an improved situation, not like a 
woman, to a duller husband. 


At the end of a hard day, to go to 
the pasture and see a new calf, or go 
out to the bull pen or fattening pen is 
not only a calming sensation, but stim- 
ulates one’s interest in the next day. 
Warning! At a sale, the uninitiated should 
have some resistance or a lot of money, 
otherwise one can get cattle drunk and 
wake up with a terrific hangover. 


We register all calves, because of lim- 
ited experience we are not sure of their 
development. We only keep the top one- 
third to one-half, for replacement or 
sale. Sometimes the sale of the top one- 
third of our production has paid for all 
our herd cost, leaving the lower group 
for market purposes as clear profit. 


To various degrees we all have a de- 
sire for exploration. I am of Viking 
descent and this urge to challenge is met 
by the desire to develop the ever-chang- 
ing, never realized perfect animal. Sat- 
isfaction comes from the hope that others 
may profit by one’s successes or errors. 


We believe the greatest advantage of 
pure bred breeding is that we have to 
keep records and have to select our best 
breeding cows. So often, in a commercial 
herd, one will carry free-loaders or dead- 
headers because they are individually 
good, not knowing that their feedlot

$5,600 IN ANGUS CLASSES 

Cash prizes of $5,600 will be offered in 
the Aberdeen-Angus division of the beef 
cattle show at this year’s Iowa State 
Fair in Des Moines, Aug. 28-Sept. 6, of- 
ficials have just announced. 

The money has been put up by the 
State Fair Board, the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association and the 
lowa Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. The bulk of the prize money, $4,800, 
will be offeved in the open classes and the 
remainder will be offered in special lowa 
classes. There will be sixteen classes for 
bulls, thirteen classes for females, and 
two classes for groups with the top 
prize in each class $45. There will be 
eight classes for bulls and seven for fe- 
males for lowa entrants.

The government announcement that 
no more firms will be licensed to use 
hormone additives in cattle feeds is an 
interesting twist to a controversial 
subject. The action seems to stem 
from inadequate research on carryover 
of the derivatives in human food. 
Some would try to find if there is any 
correlation between the increasing 
incidence of cancer and this carryover 
in the beef. 

At best the hormone additives add- 
ed poundage in the feeding of low 
and medium grade steers. Recently 
some packer buyers have been critical 
of the loss in quality in the carcasses 
from these steers from the time of 
slaughter until they reached the retail 
market. No feeder of top quality An- 
gus steers has gained anything from 
their use. 

But the gravest danger is that all 
beef could suffer in the public eye 
through adverse findings on the use 
of additives. In the months ahead we 
are going to need al! of the beef con- 
sumption we can get to take care of 
supplies. 


The old order is changing rapidly in 
livestock marketing. According to 
the figures of the Livestock Market 
Foundation the nation’s 2,300 live- 
stock auctions and 57 private treaty 
centers handled 77 per cent of the na- 
tion’s total live meat supply in the 
first six months of 1959. 

Again quoting the figures of the 
Livestock Market Foundation the auc- 
tion markets in this period handled 
10,600,000 cattle out of the 17,600,- 
000 saleable receipts; 5,100,000 of 
the total of 6,000,000 calves; 9,700,- 
000 of the 21,800,000 hogs; 3,100,- 
000 out of 6,400,000 sheep. 


A form of beef cattle integration 
worth more than a casual look is being 
promoted by Armour & Company's 
beef cattle improvement research 
(BCI). Already some 18,000 commer- 
cial cows in 14 states are being bred 
artificially to beef bulls selected by 
the company on the basis of produc- 
tion testing. 

Says a news release: “Armour & 
Co. will purchase the calves, arrange 
for feedlot finishing, dress out the cat- 
tle at the proper time and accumulate 
data on weight, grade, fat in propor- 
tion to lean, marbling and other car- 
cass quality factors.” 

Back of the time, effort and money 
being spent by Armour, says William 
Wood Prince, president of the firm, 
is the fact that retailers and consumers 
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are complaining of the excess fat on 
their beef. “BCI will attempt to iden- 
tify strains in all beef cattle that have 
the ability to convert feed into pro- 
tein muscle meat rather than fat. At 
the same time the cattle must be 
thrifty, fast-gaining animals with 
good beef conformation.” 


Probably no livestock farm chore is 
more neglected than the clipping of 
pastures. Clipping goes beyond mere 
appearance in keeping down weeds 
and brush. More important it gives 
clovers and legumes a chance to come 
along. Clipping several times a sea- 
son, for several seasons, can increase 
carrying capacity to a marked degree. 

We recall several years ago hearing 
Ivor Balding of C. V. Whitney Farms 
say that if he had only one pasture 
improvement tool at his disposal it 
would be regular use of the mower. 
“It will do more than any other one 
thing.” 


While concern is being expressed 
over the current build-up in beef cat- 
tle numbers one economist sees the 
beef cattle producer in the best posi- 
tion so far as the long-range prospects 
are concerned. He is Hal Routhe of 
the University of Minnesota who 
points out that by 1975 we will re- 
quire 37 per cent more beef cows to 
supply population needs. The fig- 
ures he gives are 137,000,000 head 
against the current 97 million head. 
Compared with the 37 per cent beef 
cow increase we will need only 6 per 
cent more sows to take care of pork 
needs.

Mac but not yet delivered, he lost a fight 
with another bull and laid helpless for 
months, gradually recovering under ex- 
pert care. 

Half-way from his former home in 
Nebraska to KerMac Ranch, he was in 
the middle of a severe tornado that 
wrecked the brick barn where he was 
housed — and he walked out of the 
debris unharmed. 

Today he is the pride of the KerMac 
Angus Ranch. This year 1,500 cows will 
be bred, 50 per cent of them will be bred 
to Hyland Marshall. 

Five of his first bull calves were sold 
in the Annual KerMac Ranch sale last 
fall. They averaged $3400. A _ recent 
sale of 201 cows May 25, brought an 
average $888.55 and bull calves brought 
up to $1,800. 

Hyland Marshall was the magnet that 
drew buyers from 17 states. 

The young bull that couldn’t settle his 
first group of heifers has conquered 
every crisis, made fame for himself, 
spreading over the nation, and found a 
home where he will live and sire better 
calves for the remainder of his life. 

Elba Error of Faulkton 3d—renamed 
Hyland Marshall in December 1954 — 
was dropped September 10, 1950. He was 
the property of Arnold Martinmaas of 
Faulkton, South Dakota. His sire was 
Elgamere Lad of Shady Lane 984707. 
His dam was Elba Error of Madelia 3d 
R68880. 

Error was a great calf, the greatest 
Mr. Martinmaas had ever produced, in 
fact. Since he was a baby he had been 
impressive and Arnold “had his eye on 
him” as a son to replace his sire, Elga- 
mere Lad of Shady Lane. 

The old sire was popularly known all 
over the Dakotas and Nebraska as 
“Pudgie.” His record as a sire had been 
well established west of the Mississippi 
among commercial men — men who sold 
them by the pound and their existence 
depended on how many pounds and how 
much per pound at the pay window. 

Arnold was primarily a commercial 
man himself, raising his family from the 
sale of feeder calves. So it is obvious 
that his most important decision at the 
time was who his next herd bull was to 
be. 

He thought Error was the bull. His 
dam was a great cow that was bought as 
part of a 4-H project for his son Jim. 
There were only six registered females 
on the farm when Error was dropped. 
The other 200 cows were commercial 
cows. 

Of course the name Error comes from 
the females in his pedigree back to his 
great-great grandmother, Elba Error 
463240, but it is rather amusing that this

name was tacked on a bull that turned 
out to be this caliber. 


Back to the bull as a calf and his in- 
dividuality. Milt and John Gauger, who 
bred Old Pudgie, had seen Error and 
they tried to buy him and take him back 
to Shady Lane for a herd sire, but Ar- 
nold stood firm and refused to sell. It 
was not until he was mated to a group of 
yearling heifers that Arnold became 
alarmed. He had not settled one heifer. 
He was sterile. 


In discouragement, Arnold turned for 
advice to his friend Ralph May who was 
manager at that time for Jennings 
Brothers of Highmore, South Dakota. 
Finally, Arnold gave up and gave Error 
to Ralph and Clayton Jennings with the 
understanding that if the bull ever be- 
came fertile, Arnold would get a son in 
return for the bull. Old Pudgie, now old 
and crippled, went along to Hyland 
Angus ranch with his son. But Pudgie 
never bred a cow while there and was 
shipped to market. 


Ralph May contacted Leo Cropsey, 
DVM at Cassopolis, Michigan, for diag- 
nosis and treatment of the bull. The bull 
was treated and became fertile. He was 
mated to some 25 cows at Hyland Angus 
ranch and sired an outstanding crop of 
calves, considering the quality of the 
cows to which he was mated. 

It was then sadly discovered that the 
bull had Trichomoniasis. At that time 
there was not a successful treatment of 
the disease and it was causing trouble in 
many herds over the country and a 
dreaded thing among cattle breeders 
everywhere. 

In 1955 Ralph May called Paul Keesee, 
then of Essar ranch in San Antonio, 
Texas, telling him that he had found the 
greatest bull he had ever seen of any 
breed and since the bull was infected and 
Keesee was a veterinarian, it was pos- 
sible that he could use him after treat- 
ment. 

Dr. Keesee was reluctant to use the 
infected bull in the Essar herd. But 
he remembered that at the International 
Sterility Conference in Copenhagen, Den- 
mark, in 1952, he had heard that the 
Europen veterinarians had a new treat- 
ment that was cleaning up Tricomoniasis. 

After considerable deliberation, Keesee 
contacted Ralph May and found that the 
bull was still available. He and a son of 
Prince Sunbeam 249 were purchased 


from Hyland Angus ranch for $2,000. 
The son of 249 was given to Ralph May 
for his efforts and expense during the 
transaction. 

The records show that Error was re- 
named by Clayton Jennings on Decem- 
ber 7, 1954 Hyland Marshall 1994474. 


From all the information obtainable, 
the person responsible for this great bull 
still being here is Ralph May. Ralph 
apparently had convinced himself that 
this was the greatest bull he had ever 
seen and he came from the most consist- 
ent strain of cattle that he had ever ob- 
served. 


It is true that Hyland’s relatives have 
won 14 of the last 16 championships in 
the carload fat steer shows at Chicago. 
They were bred by the Kreyciks, Barnes, 
ete., of Cherry County, Nebraska, who 
were using Gauger Brothers bulls. 

Six of the champion loads were fed by 
John Mommsen and Sons of Clinton, 
lowa. John had told Ralph that there 
were no other cattle like them in the 
feed lot. Here Ralph had found this 
bull who was out of a cow bred by M. L. 
Snyder of Madelia, Minnesota. Mr. Sny- 
der had also bred Elbar of Madelia 20th, 
the bull that had made the Gaugers fa- 
mous and was the sire of Pudgie’s dam. 
He was a good bull individually, he was 
inbred and he should be a breeding bull. 


Ralph felt there should be some way 
to salvage this blood and this strain of 
cattle. It should be mentioned that this 
strain was being diluted. Gaugers were 
bringing in new bulls in an effort to find 
an outcross that would work. Ralph kept 
insisting that this strain should be kept 
pure or they would disappear as the Bell 
Boys did. Keesee then bought 15 top 
daughters of Elbar of Madelia 20th from 
Gauger Brothers to mate Hyland to, in 
order to keep the line pure and keep 
them together. 

Hyland had been bought in 1955 by 
Essar and moved to Valentine, Nebraska, 
and was waiting for a truck to go to 
Texas. It was now October and arrange- 
ments had been made with a trucker for 
the long Texas trip, knowing a Nebras- 
ka winter was not far away. 


The night before Hyland was to be 
loaded Ralph called Essar ranch telling 
of the terrible injury to Hyland from a 
bull fight with the son of 249th. Mrs. 
Keesee said that when Ralph called on 
the phone, he was so choked up that he

could hardly talk. Remember he had 
thought this was the greatest bull of any 
color he had ever seen. Now he not only 
had Trichomoniasis but he had a broken 
patella and the end of the femur was 
fractured. He was down and couldn’t 
get up. It looked very discouraging. 

The bull had to have better winter 
quarters than were available to him at 
Mays for the tough winter ahead for he 
certainly could not be moved to Texas. 
Many will remember the winter of ’56 in 
the Nebraska sandhills as one of the 
worst. John Drayton of Wood Lake, 
Nebraska, always liked the bull and he 
accepted the responsibility of nursing 
him through the long winter at his ranch. 
They did an excellent job there but the 
leg damage was so extensive that much 
inflammation still remained in the spring 
and his general health was being af- 
fected by damaged tissue and lack of 
exercise. He had to be confined at all 
times to prevent further injury. 

In November, 1955, U. S. Senator Rob- 
ert S. Kerr and D. A. McGee, associates 
in Kerr-McGee Oil Industries, had 
bought the Essar herd of cattle with an 
arangement to leave them at Essar until 
May, '56 while the new ranch was being 
fenced and improved. Tom Slick wanted 
a half interest in Hyland; in fact he 
wanted the whole bull but he settled for 
a half interest. Later his half interest 
was sold to KerMac since they had two of 
his sons and a half brother. 


In the spring of 1956 it was decided to 
try to move the bull to the KerMac ranch 
at Poteau, Oklahoma, a much shorter 
trip than to San Antonio, Texas, but 
still a long one for a bull in his condi- 
tion. The boys mapped out a trip with 
rest stops and apparently it was well 
planned since the bull finally arrived at 
Poteau without more injury to his stifle. 


The first rest was at Home Place 
Farms, Hamilton, Mo., where Dr. Donald 
J. Wade, farm veterinarian, was to treat 
him with the new drug for his Tricho- 
moniasis. This he did with the apparent 
complete recovery. However, he was re- 
treated with the same drug by Dr. Dan 
Goodwin on arrival at Poteau. In any 
event, after two treatments with the 
new drug, he was negative to test cows 
and heifers and he still is. What this 
drug has been worth in this one case 
alone is hard to evaluate. 


After treatment and about three weeks 
rest he took the next leg of his trip to 
Poteau with the 15 daughters of Elbar of 
Madelia 20th. Hyland’s grandmother, 
the dam of Pudgie, was in this group. 
The truck that left Home Place Farms 
was paneled off in the bank for protec- 
tion for Hyland during the trip to Sun- 
beam Farms at Miami, Oklahoma. Pos- 
sibly he could have made the trip on to 
Poteau without ill effects but suitable 
quarters were not yet ready at KerMac

so arrangements were made to leave him 
and the 15 cows there until the fencing 
and corrals were further along at Ker- 
Mac. 

Many will remember a tornado that hit 
Miami, Okla., and Sunbeam Farms in 
April, 1956. 

Quoting Senator Kerr: “I heard on the 
news that morning that a tornade had 
hit Miami with heavy damage on the 
east side and particularly to the famous 
Sunbeam Farms. I called a plane im- 
mediately and Paul and I went to see 
about our bull.” 


The damage was terrific and how it 
keyt from killing all the cattle is a 
mystery. Hyland had access to a shed 
adjoining the brick feed barn near the 
Fullerton residence with an adjoining 
pen. The roof was completely gone and 
the brick walls of the barn were heavily 
damaged with falling brick piles inside 
and outside the barn. His pen and shed 
were completely gone. Sheet iron roof- 
ing was wrapped around trees and posts 
with amazing force and splintered lum- 
ber was everywhere. 


The senator and Paul walked up to 
the barn and saw the old crippled fellow 
walking through the wreckage without 
any additional injury. Incidentally, all 
15 of the KerMac cows were uninjured. 
Fullerton’s damage was great to the 
buildings but small to the cattle. Again

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Hyland Marshall had escaped by the 
skin of his teeth. 


Within another few weeks, the bull 
was moved on to Poteau and turned over 
to John Stewart who is in charge of Unit 
1 at KerMac. This was the first unit 
fenced and developed there. The bull’s 
general health was still not good. He 
could barely get up and he still ran a 
temperature from the extensive inflam- 
mation but he would always eat. He be- 
came worse during the hot summer but 
John was faithful and nursed him like a 
baby. He improved some when _ the 
weather cooled off in the fall, The Ker- 
Mac boys never give up. 


Mrs. Kerr’s interest in the bull and 
her never-ending faith in his recovery 
was a big factor. The senator’s charac- 
teristic comment was this: “Them that 
know nothing fear nothing. Keep try- 
ing. I think he will get to where we can 
use him.” 


Remember, Hyland was bought in 
July, 1955 and the first calf dropped to 
him at KerMac was September 29, 1958, 
so it was a long time of waiting and 
patience. 


Dr. Dan Goodwin came to KerMac as 
ranch veterinarian in the fall of 1957 
and immediately took charge of the old 
bull. His general health improved al- 
most miraculously. Much credit goes to 
Dr. Goodwin along with John Stewart

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and George Barrett who care for Hyland 
now since he has been moved to head- 
quarters. The advice and good judgment 
of Arthur Gee who is in charge of all 
cattle operations at KerMac was also im- 
portant. 

Dr. Glynden T. Easley, ranch veter- 
inarian at Turner ranch, Sulphur, Okla- 
homa, examined the bull and collected 
the first semen from him on December 
10, 1957, and KerMac bred their first 
cow to him on that date. 

There’s an interesting story in this: 
Keesee, being a veterinarian himself, de- 
cided that since the old bull hadn’t been 
used in more than two years, the semen, 
although it looked fair microscopically, 
probably was not fertile. He told the 
other two veterinarians to throw it out 
and they would wait and collect a better 
sample the next day. 

Senator Kerr said: “Pour it out? Oh, 
no! Let’s breed every cow that’s in heat 
today. We've waited for this long 
enough.” 

That first service produced Kermac 
Marshall. KerMac was recently offered 
$12,400 for this young bull by two dif- 
ferent parties, so he must be nearly 
worth it. The senator never let Keesee 
forget this one. 

There is no question that Kermac 
Marshall is a great yearling. Glen Brat- 
cher, head of the department of animal 
husbandry at OSU at Stillwater, and 
Professor Doyle Chambers both like his 
size, bone and type. He weighed 1,010 
at a year old and was still the right kind. 
Bratcher and Chambers were another pair 
that believed in the old bull when he was 
down and out. Bratcher saw him at Sun- 
beam and called him a tremendous, mas- 
sive beef bull that should be a prepotent 
sire. 

The KerMac management on many oc- 
casions was told that they can’t promote 
a “cold-bred” bull, but their reasoning 
was: “He'll promote himself if he will 
sire cattle like the calf crop seen in 
South Dakota.” 

Clayton Jennings reported that Hy- 
land sired about 25 calves at their place. 
Out of that crop came three top-breeding 
bulls, Hyland Marshall 5th and Hyland 
Marshall 7th in service at Essar ranch, 
and Jennings recently bought back a 
great breeding son, Hyland Marshall 23d 
that he had sold as a calf. Arnold Mar- 
tinmaas is also using this bull this sea- 
son. 

When speaking of “cold-bred’’ bulls, 
Senator Kerr’s comment comes to mind: 
“When you’re right, don’t run. Hoe your 
row out. If you boys believe in him that 
much, stick to your guns.” This is good 
advice and typical of the wisdom of this 
man Kerr. It is indeed fortunate that he 
is in the cattle business and great for the 
Angus business that he chose “the 
blacks.” 

What is Hyland Marshall worth today, 
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hale, hearty and one ton of massive mas- 
culinity? It is hard to say, but last De- 
cember KerMac sold five bull calves that 
averaged $3,400 and most of them were 
less than a year old. On May 25, Ker- 
Mac sold 201 cows that averaged $888.55 
and bull calves that brought up to $1,800. 

Hyland Marshall drew the crowd. They 
liked the calves by him and bid with de- 
termination to take one of them home 
with them. His service was eagerly 
sought on dry cows. It was a crowd 
mostly with western straws and tanned 
faces, men who make their living from 
cattle. One man was heard to say “They 
are big enough and _ they’re’ good 
enough.” Cattlemen all know that ap- 
pearance, feed conversion and carcass 
quality are the important qualities of 
beef cattle and apparently Hyland Mar- 
shall has them all. 

In a few years, Hyland Marshall will 
be in the pedigree of almost every beast 
at KerMac. They are breeding over 
1,500 females this year, about half regis- 
tered and half commercial. What an in- 
fluence he will have on that herd of 
cattle — and by all odds he should have 
been counted out many times. 

Jim Kreycik told Ralph May that the 
worst mistake he ever made in the cow 
business was when he didn’t buy Old 
Pudgie. Those who have seen the Mar- 
tinmaas cow herd would probably agree 
with him. Pudgie left a great cow herd 
at Faulkton. 

John Mommsen made a statement one 
day that makes sense. He said “There 
are two kinds that will break you: those 
that won’t grow and those that stop 
growing.” He has said many times that 
the Kreycik cattle would never be 
equaled but John’s oldest son, Waldo, 
bought the KerMac calves again this 
year. He gave forty cents, too. Hyland 
is the reason he came to KerMac in the 
first place. He knew what Daddy John 
had done with Hyland relatives. Maybe 
the KerMac boys and Waldo have some- 
thing in mind for later on. 

A lot of credit is due Ralph May for 
the vision and patience and untiring be- 
lief in this strain of cattle and preserv- 
ing it. The veterinary profession dis- 
played the research that is behind their 
training. 

This story impresses the importance 
of people with money in this business. 
How many small ranchers could have 
stayed with this old bull and given him 
good personnel, veterinary care, etc.? 
Money is essential, too, to improve land 
that others wore out years ago. 

But it still doesn’t take a millionaire to 
produce a great bull. Don’t overlook the 
fact that Arnold Martinmaas and his son 
Jim did it with only six registered cows 
and some 4-H training. Not all cattlemen 
can have a Pudgie or a Hyland but may- 
be that next cow to calve will have one 
just as good.

Just how many former 4-H and F.F.A. club project young 
people are today breeding Angus cattle as a business is not 
definitely known. From observation it must run into a 
pretty fair number. 

In the case of one Kansas family 5 brothers who today 
operate as McCurry Brothers of Sedgwick all got their start 
with club work. Today they have 127 cows and expect to 
reach 175 head. 

The McCurry Brothers—Odell, Dale, Cecil, A. J., and Bob 
were exposed early to Angus. Their father, Walter, started 
his herd in 1928. An uncle, the veteran Johnson Workman of 
Russell, had been in Angus for many years. 

“The pattern was about the same with each of us boys,” 
Dale McCurry relates. “Starting in 1942 each of us when 
we got to club age would feed steers for three years and 
then take the money and buy a heifer from Uncle Johnson. 
Some of the club heifers are still around, but have some age 
on them. But there are a lot of daughters and granddaugh- 
ters in the herd.” 


Four years ago the size of the McCurry Brothers herd 
was such that Walter McCurry dispersed his herd. However, 
Dad is still much interested in the sizable operation of the 
second generation. 


One thing about the start of the herd which has helped 
in recent years, Dale mentioned, was that their club heifers 
from the Johnson Workman herd were half sisters. So type 
and uniformity were established early. 


The early club competition also got them in the habit of 
showing their better cattle. The grand champion bulls of the 
1957 and 1958 Kansas State Futurity Show and Sale were 
shown by McCurry brothers. One of the bulls was sold, the 
other is being used in the herd. 


Two bulls, and their sons, have carried the bulk of the 
breeding load in the Kansas herd. One has been Homeplace 
Kileenmere 497th, by Homeplace Kileenmere 687th; the other 
is Prince Eric of Red Gate 3d, by imported Prince of Rowley 
and out of a granddaughter of Eventuation of Page. Bought 
as a calf he had done a great breeding job in the herd. Two 
of his sons, and the old Eileenmere bull, are carrying the 
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breeding load. A _ half interest has 
been acquired in a son of Marshall of 
Faulkton out of a dam by Eileenmere 
500th. 

Going through the herd with Dale 
McCurry one was impressed with the 
quality and beef type of the cattle. A 
bull to cross back on the daughters of 
another sire can be a problem but in 
the Kansas herd the Eileenmere and 
Prince of Rowley combination has 
worked unusually well. 

The McCurry operation totals 2,270 
acres of grass and farm land and of the 
latter 500 acres were in wheat this year. 
Each of the brothers has a specialty in 
the large farm and cattle operation but 
each helps with the other operations, 
explains Dale McCurry, who handles the 
breeding herd. 

Because the right sire is always the 
most important part of developing a 
herd the McCurry’s have started a test- 
ing program of their own. Thirty cows 
have been put over into a commercial 
unit. They represent a cross section of 
the herd as to breeding but are cows 
that haven’t done as well in the calf pro- 
ducing program. New bulls will be 
proved in this unit befere they are used 
extensively in the main herd. And the 
commercial unit will be expanded as the 
main herd is culled. 

“As long as a cow produces a calf, 
even if it isn’t good enough to register, 
she will have a place here. We have 
plenty of feed and it will give us a 
good line on our new bulls,” Dale says.

wick Farms herd. Jack, at home, had 
been breeding Hereford cattle. 

The start of the Keefauver Angus herd 
was the pick of 10 females from the 
Hardwick herd. From J. Garrett Tolan, 
who had purchased the Hardwick herd, 
were secured 26 heifer calves from the 
Tennessee herd, plus the bull, Hardwick- 
mere 161st. From this foundation two 
east Tennessee farm boys have parlayed 
a lot of hard work and cattle sense into 
one of the nation’s top herds. And it all 
has been done with cattle. And cattle 
picked on the basis of sound beef type 
with no fads or fancies entering into 
the picture. 

During the course of the siesta con- 
versation mention was made of bull 
calves from first calf heifers. “A lot 
of people discount them,” Joe Keefauver 
said. “Personally I think they should be 
used, if good enough. The ‘2631st’ was a 
heifer’s first calf.” Jack Keefauver men- 
tioned that when he was in the white- 
face business his best bull was from a 
first calf heifer. 

“Actually,” Joe said, “I think a cow’s 
late calves may be less desirable than the 
first one.” 

At the home farm are kept 90 to 100 
cows. Around 115 head are kept at the

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Allandale unit. This is about the safe 
carrying capacity of both farms although 
when this eastern Tennessee country was 
visited both farms looked to have a world 
of extra feed. 

Talk got around to old EHileenmere 
2631st and the impression he made. “Our 
main trouble was,” Joe said, “that we 
were a small herd and needed to sell his 
good daughters to keep going. When 
he died after three years of service other 
people had more of his daughters than 
we did. With his son, K. B. Eileenmere 
2631st, we are keeping back a lot of 
daughters.” And it is these daughters, 
mated to “78th”, that are producing a lot 
of the top cattle today. 

Commenting on the abundance of feed 
in the pastures the Tennessee breeders 
mentioned Kentucky 31 fescue had prov- 
en a great feed. Not only do cattle relish 
it when green but when it has matured 
they also eat it readily, and keep in good 
condition. Grass and roughage bulks 
large in the Keefauver cattle program. 
No grain is fed to older cattle. The 
young cattle get no corn—only oats and 
barley—when they are being grown out. 

Fourteen years is not a long time in 
any business. But Joe and Jack mentioned 
that their’s was the first Angus herd 
in their neighborhood. Now this com- 
munity puts on an Angus feeder calf 
sale each fall. Last year 1,800 head 
went through the ring. 

The Keefauver brothers are firmly 
convinced that there is no substitute for 
a good bull. Get those females from 
sound producing strains—they need not 
cost a lot of money. But don’t com- 
promise when it comes to the sire head- 
ing the herd. 

This time-proven formula has paid off 
in the hills of east Tennessee. It will pay 
off anywhere, Joe and Jack Keefauver 
assert.

On June Ist, the International Live 
Stock Exposition announced that action 
had been taken to insure fair competi- 
tion at the coming International show 
scheduled for November 23rd to Decem- 
ber 5th. The new regulation, it was an- 
nounced, supplants one of similar pur- 
pose passed by the International directo- 
rate of nearly 30 years ago and will be 
enforced by the Exposition management 
in the steer classes of this year’s show. 

The new regulation states that the 
showing of unethically fitted cattle will 
be prohibited. Unethical fitting is de- 
fined as any method of altering the nat- 
ural conformation of an animal evidenced 
by abnormal tissue or foreign substance. 
The rule states that a committee of vet- 
erinarians will be appointed to examine 
all steers at the 1959 show for possible 
unethical fitting. It is stipulated the 
finding and reports of veterinarians will 
be interpreted as final. 

This latter stipulation, of course, wise- 
ly protects the Exposition should an ex- 
hibitor feel dissatisfied with a particular 
finding or decision in regard to a fitted 
show steer and seek recourse through 
the courts. This emphasizes the fact 
that when an exhibitor submits his entry 
to the Exposition he will have to abide 
by any decision that the Exposition 
should make in this regard. 

The necessity of rules and regulations 
is self evident if an organization is to 
function properly and these regulations, 
of course, must be administered in good 
faith. In announcing the new regulation, 
the International wisely wishes to clarify 
its own position on the matter of future 
show competition. 

The regulation further provides for 
barring from show competition any ani- 
mal found to be unethically fitted and 
for the barring from further competition 
at the International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion anyone entering such an animal, his 
herdsman or manager. 

In regard to breeding classes “the in- 
spection of animals entered in the breed- 
ing classes of the exposition will be done 
under the supervision and rules and 
regulations of the beef breed associa- 
tions.” This latter clause, of course, 
eliminates the possibility of recourse 
against the International Live Stock Ex- 
position should an exhibitor feel dis- 
satisfied with a particular finding or de- 
cision of a breed association.

Along the rolling northern ridge of 
the Columbia River Basin, in south cen- 
tral Washington, Al Matsen owns and 
operates a 5,000 acre ranch devoted to 
wheat and Angus cattle. Headquarters 
of the three-unit ranch is located just 
east of Bickleton, Washington, in the 
high wheat country of the Horse 
Heaven Hills. 

The Matsen operation, known at High- 
land Ranch, includes 1,400 acres of 
cropland with 3,600 acres in range and 
pasture.

from a well, as Glade Creek runs dry for 
the most part, but, as Matsen points out, 
the cost of pumping is quite expensive for 
the pasture gained. 


In addition to the headquarters and 
Glade units, and probably the most scen- 
ic of the three, is the 150-acre sub-ir- 
rigated summer ranch at the foot of 
famed Mt. Adams in the Cascade Range. 
The summer ranch is floor-level for the 
most part and has been cut from the tim- 
ber that covers this heavier rainfall dis- 
trict. Once cleared, its sandy soil provides 
excellent sub-irrigation from tiny open 
canals. 

Cattle from the summer ranch are win- 
tered at Bickleton, 80 miles to the east, 
because of the heavy snowfall in the 
mountain range. With a year around 
tenant living on the summer ranch, Al 
needs only make the trip from the Bickle- 
ton headquarters to the summer ranch 
at Glenwood once every week or ten days 
to check the cattle during the grazing 


season. 


The Matsens first interested 
in purebred Angus cattle back in the late 
1930’s, after having bred registered Short- 
horns, later crossing these on registered 
Hereford bulls.

In fact,” he emphasized, “herd 
performance records are only as good as 
the man behind them!”

The cattle numbers cycle is 
skyrocketing. 

Cattlemen have had a couple of good 
years, price and _ weatherwise. But 
brakes need to be applied at this point to 
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keep the sixties from being a repeat of 
the fifties. Continued expansion at pres- 
ent rate can only spell disaster. The 
next six to twelve months are the most 
critical. A slowdown in the increase of 
the cattle cycle is doubly important in 
New Mexico in light of the weather situ- 
ation. Drouth would only magnify the 
stockman’s problems. What happens to 
beef is of importance to the sheep in- 
dustry, since sheep prices tend to follow 
cattle 

Looking at the non-agricultural side 
of New Mexico, we find more than one- 
fourth of the workers are employed by 
, the government. This means our econ- 
omy is tied very closely to the Defense 
budget. Since spending to prevent a 
shooting war is likely to remain high for 
some years, New Mexico can expect a 
continued high number of government 
workers to reside within her boundary. 
These workers’ incomes are good and 
will be a stabilizing factor in the state’s 
economy. In addition, the wage rates for 
production workers are above the na- 
tional average, although only ten per 
cent of the non-agricultural workers are 
employed in manufacturing. 

There are about 8,500 retail stores in 
New Mexico doing a yearly business of 
$750,000,000, About one-sixth of these 
ure retail food stores, but they account 
for twenty-one per cent of sales. 

State tax collections near the 100 mil- 
lion dollar mark each year, with a big 
share of that figure coming from general 
sales taxes.

Ermitre of Haymount, a good headed, thick quartered 
individual, is by Bahram of Broadleys whose progeny also won 
the reserve senior and junior championships and the best two 
bull, best three bull and best five bull groups of the Perth 
Show for owner John Arnott of Haymount, Kelso, Rox- 
burghshire.

between the State associaticns and the 
National Association. 

Here in the West, and particularly in 
Arizona, we are in the early or develop- 
ment stage of the Angus breed. They 
have not caught on as in many areas, 
although the past few years have shown 
definite progress. It will take a lot of 
work on the part of both the State 
Association and the National Association 
to accomplish the job there is to be 
done. 

We, in this area, find that because 
of the great distances involved, the Field 
Representative for the American Angus 
Association cannot possibly cover all of 
the territory assigned to him. 

I think that our State Association 
sales are very necessary in this area as 
it gives the smaller breeder an op- 
portunity to market his better quality 
animals and at the same time see how 
they compare with those of his fellow 
breeders. It is impossible for the smaller 
breeder to move his cattle to the larger 
sales, again because of the distance in- 
volved. Also I think it puts before the 
commercial cattleman ii, our area Angus 
cattle where normally he would not have 
an opportunity to purchase them. 


PERCY H. UPTON, Madison, Nebras- 
ka, secretary-treasurer of the Nebraska 
Angus Association, Inc.— 

We certainly need our State and 
District Associations. They have played 
an important part in promoting the 
breed, 

These association sales have made an 
outlet for the surplus of the new and 
smaller breeder, besides setting a price 
for private sales. 

I feel state futurity shows and sales 
have done much to interest the new

breeder and make the breed better. 


I am not sure these big sales are the 
answers, sure they might cut the ex- 
pense some but can you keep the quali- 
ty? This could be disasterous in a 
market slump. Besides who is promoting 
who? 


In my opinion, it is best for small 
breeders to sell in district or state as- 
sociation sales, where he is known than 
to be a victim of circumstances in a 
big sale elsewhere. 


RAYMOND G. STEMEN of Van 
Wert, Ohio, secretary-treasurer of the 
Van Wert Association— 


I think the breeder of Angus cattle 
should keep up the sales and promote 
and show the public and beginner what 
it is to produce good and well bred 
cattle and make the sales attractive 
with good individuals. 


What the breeder needs to do is to 
display his cattle before the public and 
demonstrate to the beginner and newer 
breeder what is what in the Angus 
cattle business. Some of the association 
sales are disappearing. Why? Because 
of lack of good advertising and a good 
number of cattle; it takes just so much 
expense to carry on a good sale. Let 
us show the public we are in for pro- 
motion of good breeding and good indi- 
viduals and make the Angus cattle tops. 


HANS C. ROHDENBURG, Greens- 
boro, North Carolina, executive sec- 
retary of the North Carolina Angus 
Association, Inc.— 

The idea seems to be growing that, 
to profitably merchandise Angus cattle 
today, bigger sales are the answer. 
These sales, no doubt, have their merit, 
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and even though they may put the 
squeeze, so to speak, on local and state 
sales, they can never take the place of 
an active state association in the pro- 
motion of Angus cattle at the grass 
roots level. The smaller breeder—and 
the great majority of all Angus breeders 
in the Carolinas and the whole south- 
east come under this category—is 
usually not able or willing to compete 
in a big sale or truck his cattle a long 
distance, and the same holds true for 
the new buyer. We have to give them 
the opportunity to buy and sell their 
cattle within a reasonable distance, or 
another breed may step in and ac- 
commodate them. 

I do not believe that the only function 
of any association, whether local, state 
or national, is the sponsoring of sales. 
Of equal and sometimes more impor- 
tance is the help that we can give the 
newer and smaller breeder. This can 
only be done by an active association, 
one that is familiar with local conditions, 
willing and able to give assistance, and 
not primarily interested in financial 
gains. In this new era of the Angus 
business, local and particularly state 
associations are needed as much as ever. 
Some may have to curtail their op- 
erations. It may even be necessary in 
some instances to consolidate smaller 
sales, but it would be a calamity to our 
breed if the only outlet we had were a 
few big sales. 


CLAIR G. MASON, Marshalltown, 
Iowa, sale manager of the Tall Corn 
Association— 

Do we need association sales to 
establish a price pattern on an up mar- 
ket? My answer is, YES. An up 
market or a down market these State, 
District or County Association auctions 
are an absolute necessity. 


Speaking from experience as Sales 
Manager for the large Tallcorn Angus 
district association here in Iowa, I 
honestly feel this organization and its 
annual May auction has done more than 
any other medium to place the Angus 
breed on the top level here in Central 
Iowa. No doubt about it, the Angus 
breed today holds top rank over all 
breeds here in Central Iowa and our 
district association has been the con- 
tributing factor. 

The various organizations within the 
Angus breed promote new breeders and 
shortly after this new breeder is estab- 
lished he needs an outlet for his cattle. 
Naturally his best outlet is his district 
or County association auction. 


The reason the State of Iowa is the 
leading Angus State in the United 
States today is the fact that the State 
is highly and efficiently organized. If 
these Associations start showing weak- 
ness then the breed will do likewise. So

The future of the State and local 
area associations has never looked 
brighter. I firmly believe that we need 
both of these in the Angus business 
today for the simple reason that 8 out 
of 10 times when a new breeder comes 
into the business, he first became in- 
terested in them through hig neighbor 
or a close personal friend. After he 
buys his cattle he will then have to find 
out as much as he possibly can about 
his new breed and the best way for him 
to do this is through association with 
breeders within his own area. As he 
and his herd progress together he will 
want to further his knowledge and 
acquaintances into other areas of the 
state and this is where the state as- 
sociation comes in.

They, also, give him a 
selection of different bloodlines in a 
centralized place. 

An association sale needs support 
from its members in consignment of 
cattle and year round promotion for it 
will not prosper if everyone “lets George 
do it.” 


L. H. PEASE, Lafayette, Louisiana, 
secretary-treasurer of the Louisiana 
Angus Association— 

Our local, area and state Angus as- 
sociations need not fear the future. Their 
place is just as important as it has ever 
been. An up-market is the best time 
to establish a new breeder in the eyes 
of the buying public. These organi- 
zations are helpful to breeders of all 
levels but more particularly to the new 
or small breeder. I believe the best way 
to help the newer breeder is to keep him 
active in organized activities, Sales, field 
days and meetings do more for him than 
is often realized. 

We here in Louisiana are trying to get 
more participation in our association 
sales; not just more cattle but more 
consignors. It is of great educational 
value to the breeders themselves and the 
buying public. I think we should all 
work harder when the price pattern is 
going up; we can accomplish more and 
see more results,

Also, many of our commercial men 
look forward to buying their bulls in our 
sale and those who do not consign cattle 
look forward to our sale as a price 
index.

JOE KEEFAUVER, Jonesboro, Ten- 
nessee, director of the American Angus 
Association— 

The Angus breed has always appealed 
to the farmer type breeder. This is the 
major reason for its acceptance through- 
out the country. I believe the state, 
district and county associations all have 
an important part to play in promoting 
Angus cattle. Many associations are 
stronger and have a more active pro- 
gram going than ever before. The ones 
with good leaders and activity are the 
progressive ones.

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sociation, | would estimate that some 
40 to 50 percent of cattle from our sales 
have gone to new breeders, or relatively 
new breeders, and I can think of several 
in our territory who have since brought 
cattle into our sales which has provided 
them with an outlet for their cattle. 

I believe one of the best implements of 
promotion a small association has is a 
club calf sale. Certainly many herds 
have been started through club work. 
This is a job for the local associations, 
and the more associations that can have 
club calf sales on local levels, the more 
new herds will be started. 

It definitely is to the advantage of 
every breeder, regardless of his scope, 
to attend and support as many associ- 
ation sales as is possible for him to at- 
tend. Association sales tend to estab- 
lish price pattern on an up market. 


W. T. “BILL” KING, Charlottesville, 
Virginia, executive secretary of the 
Virginia Angus Association, Inc.— 

There is no doubt in my mind that the 
future of local and state organizations 
which require considerable revenue each 
year to operate are in for rough times, 
especially if they try to continue to 
operate as they have in the past. This 
of course will be more true in the states 
that have reached the so-called satura- 
tion point in registered cattle, than 
those states which are still expanding 
such as is the case in the southwest to- 
day. 

It is my humble opinion that an active 
and honest Association can be, and is 
of great service to its membership. In 
a state such as Virginia where there 
are plenty of registered cattle, and 
where old breeders are leaving the busi- 
ness faster than new ones are coming 
in, the auction market for just registered 
cattle leaves much to be desired. With 
this situation many cattle are being sold 
privately, or are being sent to the butch- 
er, thus depriving the Association of 
revenue which it has had in the past to 
work with. 

Concerning the future of the Virginia 
Angus Association and its effort to 
survive under the present day circum- 
stances the Association will try to be 
of greater service to its Membership 
in arranging Private Treaty trans- 
actions. The Association will also spon- 
sor sales of larger volume in an effort 
to attract more buying power and to 
reduce the per unit sale expense. These 
larger sales, however, will not replace 
all of our small district sales. We still 
believe that the small district sale is 
one of the greatest ways to reach the 
farmer and the commercial man and to 
get good useful black cattle in his hands. 
In fact we intend to try to increase this 
“grass root” promotion. 

A new field here before not con- 
centrated upon too much will in the 
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future be worked at rather seriously. 
This is the field of Management. The 
lack of sound and practical management 
has probably put more breeders out of 
the business over the years than any 
other one single circumstance. The As- 
sociation intends to try to serve as a 
consultant on management problems in 
an effort to help keep as many people 
in the business as possible. We hope to 
make the Association a more serviceable 
and a business like organization in the 
future. A organization that really offers 
its membership a valued service and 
not one that acts to a certain extent as 
a leach. 


I realize the complexity and the 
seriousness of the situation that lies 
ahead and know that if an Association 
is to exist it must come up with new 
ways to secure revenue and at the same 
time it must be able to convince its 
membership that it performs a needed 
and worthwhile service. The Virginia 
Angus Association will continue to dedi- 
cate itself to the honest and sincere 
promotion of good black cattle and will 
work to influence and bring new pecple 
into the business, will also work ex- 
ceptionally hard to keep old breeders 
from leaving the business and will con- 
tinously look for new ways to be of 
greater service to its membership and 
the breed as a whole. By trying to 
keep up with the changing times, that

JAMES R. HANCOCK, New Franklin, 
Missouri, director of the American 
Angus Association— 

It is my opinion that State, District 
and Local Associations have been and 
will continue to be useful in breed 
promotion, assisting new breeders and 
in other ways. 

A little investigation will divulge that 
a very substantial percentage of Angus 
breeders are what I choose to designate 
as farmer breeders. They have relatively 
small cow herds as a part of their other 
farm operations. 

Breed Associations are extremely im- 
portant to them in selling and promoting 
their cattle, and they in turn are close 
to commercial breeders. 

Member participation is very impor- 
tant in Association activities and usually 
those at u local level have an advantage 
in this. 

My experience in Missouri has con- 
vinced me that cooperation between 
Associations and an individual breeder, 
regardless of the magnitude of their 
operation, can be accomplished. A 
comprehensive program can be devised 
that is beneficial to all and when this 
is done there can be no question about 
the usefulness of Associations. Of 
course, the effectiveness of any Associ- 
ation depends upon the vision and wis- 
dom used in its operations, and it is the 
“chore” of those in charge to meet the 
challenge of their particular areas. 


J. I. MILLER, Cornell University, 
Ithaca, New York, secretary of the New 
York Angus Association— 


The New York Angus Association has 
a notable record of achievement as re- 
gards serving the new breeder, bringing 
the buyer and seller together, and in 
planning effective group action to solve 
mutual problems. In our area a good 
State Association is of extreme impor- 
tance. 

It seems, at times, that the State As- 
sociation auction sale, (or sales) is used 
too much as a basis for measuring the 
success or shortcomings of an associa- 
tion. Both the Association and the Sales 
Committee are top-notch if the sale aver- 
age is pleasing while both are less than 
in favor on a down market when the 
prices fail to meet expectations. 

The writer believes that the success of 
a State Association sale should be 
judged mostly on how well it serves to 
market sound cattle produced by its 
members and how well these cattle do 
for the buyers. Few Associations will 
consistently hold sales over the years 
that bring unreasonably high or low 
prices relative to “true” values. 

In general, the Association sales have 
appeared to be more favorable for the 
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buyer than for the seller during the past 
few years. This situation will change 
and, in fact, is now changing due to 
stronger buyer demand, to the curtail- 
ment in number of sales, or to both. 
One thing that is certain is that the An- 
gus business is never static. Construc- 
tive breeders and their Association must 
be informed and willing to make changes 
with the times. 


BILLY CASEY, Danciger, Texas, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Gulf Coast An- 
gus Association— 

I feel that there is an ever increasing 


demand for a closer contact between the. 


area associations ard the small, new 
breeder. Usually he cannot hire consult- 
ants, sale managers or experienced 
herdsmen; therefore, he has a very defi- 
nite need to be actively associated with 
the breeders of his area through the 
local association. 

The state association has a definite 
place in the overall program of promot- 
ing our great breed of cattle but I 
strongly believe that more is accom- 
plished with a strong, active area asso- 
ciation down at the “grass-roots” level. 
It is at this level that the older breeders 
can assist a new man with the many 
problems that has confronted all of us 
at one time or another. 

Our board of directors has taken the 
position that it is one of the primary 
objectives of our association to assist 
the smal] breeder in marketing his sur- 
plus cattle. We accomplish this through 
two consignment sales each year plus a 
free listing, in a monthly newsletter, of 
surplus cattle for sale at private treaty. 
We also try to have several field days 
each year at various locations to enable 
new and old breeders alike to make new 
friends, renew old acquaintances and 
discuss our mutual problems; as well as 
observing the progress being made by 
our feliow breeders. 


O. W. ONSTAD, Ada, Minnesota, sec- 
retary of the Red River Valley Angus 
Association— 

My answers naturally apply to our 
own association; namely, the Red River 
Valley Angus Association, with a small 
membership. 

I feel that Sales are important, and 
we are keeping our Association alive in 
hopes of holding sales and shows at 
Crookston when and if the Winter Shows 
build a new building. This will give us 
a good place for both up in this country. 

I think the individual and some bank 
for finance can do more in getting new 
breeders established than can an asso- 
ciation. However, I do feel that an asso- 
ciation is necessary in helping make con- 
tacts for selling. 

I do feel that too many breeders are

These sales get buyers and sellers to- 
gether. Generally prices established at 
auction are a fair appraisal and keep 
buyers and sellers informed on the price 
level and trend. Well fitted usable cat- 
tle paraded before the potential buyer 
frequently is the incentive needed to get 
the prospect to make his first positive 
move. 


Rk. J. HUEBNER, M. D., Washington, 
D. C., president of the Maryland Aber- 
deen-Angus Association, Inc.— 

As one of the comparatively smal! 
breeders I believe the local breed asso- 
ciation is not only important, it is in- 
dispensable. Breeders attempting to 
produce and sell a select quality product 
on any market but particularly on an 
“up” one needs the competitive bidding 
of well managed and promoted assecia- 
tion sales. 

The large and well known breeder 
while not as desperately in need of asso- 
ciation activities to promote and sell his 
cattle, needs the small breeder and his 
local association over any long pull. The 
small breeder in the association in turn 
depends quite as much on the larger. 

To be of any real use a state associa- 
tion must serve the majority of its 
breeders all the time — but this is only 
another way of saying that the majority 
of the breeders must regularly work for 
their ossociation. 

Enthusiasm and activity at grass roots 
is the heart's blood of any effective na- 
tional organization. Our national asso- 
ciation cannot really do its job in pro- 
moting and improving Angus without 
strong local organizations participating 
in and supporting its program. Although 
it may seem obvious to many it probably 
should be emphasized that the Angus 
breed would not occupy its emminent 
position today were it not for the ac-

LARGE CROWD ATTENDS PEORIA 
ANGUS ASSOCIATION DAY 

The Peoria Angus Association met at 
Jubilee State Park on Sunday, June 238, 
where a basket lunch was furnished by 
the ladies as an accompaniment for the 
Mississippi channel catfish prepared by 
three sportsmen.

W HEN Clement and Walter Finck of Wyoming, Illinois, 
were dairying before World War II one thing was wrong. 
Careful culling and the use of top bulls had pushed the 
average yearly butterfat production of the cows up to the 
500 pound mark but sales of breeding stock were limited. 

“We had a grade herd,” Clem Finck explains, “so most of 
the bull calves went for veal or were fed out for beef; tine 
heifer didn’t bring much of a premium. So we made up our 
minds that the next livestock venture would be with regis- 
tered cattle to get some premium on the sale of the better 
individuals. You almost have to do it on this high priced 
corn belt land.” 

When Walter Finck went into the army the dairy herd 
was sold because of the labor problem. “But we were about 
ready to give up on it anyway,” he explains. The decision to 
get some registered Angus was not difficult to put into 
execution, A neighbor, Jess Ingram, had a registered Angus 
herd and sold them 4 open and 3 bred heifers. Previously he 
had never sold females but this group, going back to a strong 
Earl Marshall and Bell Boy foundation, proved a good in- 
vestment at $300 a round. Probably about 75 per cent of the 
cows in the Finck herd show some of this blood. Mr. Ingram, 
now 83, is still an Angus breeder. 

First bull used was from the Bradley herd at Avon, a 
son of Burgess 29th. Two more cows were bought at this 
time from the Bradleys. The original set-up in both the 
dairy herd and the Angus was N. J. Finck & Sons. “Father 
was of the old school and had very definite ideas on what 
any cow was worth, registered Angus included. What we had 
in mind in the way of quality was more than father cared 
to share in so the firm name became Finck Brothers,” Clem 
told us. 

The Illinois breeders found that a new breeder can make 
a lot of mistakes if he does not have sound advice. They 
admit to having good neighbors and friends whose advice was 
sound and give credit to “Bud” Hamilton and Willard Frye 
for early help. “One thing we learned early, on our own,”

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N these days of extensive interest in outcrossing it is 
somewhat unusual to find herds with distinct linebreeding 
programs. Or perhaps we should add “herds with planned 
breeding programs.” There are not too many of them, either. 
A lot of study of pedigrees and individuals in his own herd 
and others is back of the breeding program of Dr. W. B. 
Sigmund of Briarmere Farms, Columbus, Indiana. “It 
seemed to me the successful breeders and top herds set 
their type through linebreeding and even some inbreeding. 
And the more I see of Angus cattle the more I think line 
breeding is the way to hold type, uniformity and other fac 
tors we are working for.” 


While on duty with the army medical corps in the south 
Vacific during World War II Dr. Sigmund made some plans 
as to what he would do when he got back home. First, the 
purchase of a farm near his home town of Columbus, Indiana, 
and to live on the farm; second, the developing of a good 
herd of Angus cattle. This was the start of the planning. 

It was in 1946 that the farm was bought and 1949 that 
the first cattle were bought after considerable looking and 
studying. The first year several females were bought from 
the veteran breeder, Holmes Thompson. Six cows were 
picked from the top end of the Indiana State Sale in 1949. 
“The first calf dropped on the farm,” Dr. Sigmund says, 
“was from one of these state sale heifers, a McHenry Bar- 
bara from Major Rafferty’s herd at Morocco. This founda- 
tion cow has been a great heifer producing strain. We have

28 McHenry Barbaras in the herd tracing to this original 
cow.” 

It was in the fall of 1949 that Dr. Sigmund went to 
J. Garrett Tolan Farms and in that auction bought the bull 
that has put Briarmere on the right road. The bull is Ei- 
leenmere 1508, by the International champion Eileenmere 
500th, his dam a Tolan Blackcap daughter of Eileenmere 
298th. “Old Butch” is now past 11 years of age and has a 
little trouble getting around. But he is still in service. And 
in the Briarmere herd are 50 of his producing daughters with 
an even larger number granddaughters of this real breeding 
bull. Several sons have also been used in the breeding pro- 
gram and a considerable number of the younger females are 
double-bred Eileenmere 1508th. One thing that attracted 
Dr. Sigmund to “1508” was his individuality, plus the long 
line of good Tolan cattle in his tabulation. His pedigree 
could be considered a little on the “tight” side and the 


Hoosier doctor figured that his breeding indicated he should 
produce uniformly. 

Before going on with the story it should be mentioned 
that old “Butch” did just that: at three consecutive Indiana 
State Sales his sons have been the tops; in the Washington 
Gold Medal Show his calves have won the get-of-sire award 
three consecutive years. The Indiana Gold Medal Show is 
one of the nation’s first combined progeny testing—individual 
excellence set-ups. The minimum daily gains for heifers 
is 1% pounds, for bulls 2 pounds. The calves by “1508” 
have always been able to exceed this minimum even with the 
standard 70 pound birthweight figured against them. 

In 1950 Dr. Sigmund went to the Penney & James sale 
and secured several animals. And from time to time has 
added some other foundation females from Indiana and other 
sales. One of these earlier cows that has been an excellent 
producer was old “Piney”, Eve (Continued on page 366

ond in his class and to Waterloo where 
he was again second in his class. 


To my delight, we decided to go to 
Denver with “Mr. Black.” After this, I 
began to work even more on my steer; 
every night feeding, grooming, training, 
and exercising him. Finally in January 
1959, “Mr. Black” and I were ready to 
go to Denver. My Denver experiences 
are something | will always remember. 
I was very thrilled when my steer was 
placed first in a class of seventy-two. 
The next day I showed him for champion 
Angus. I will never forget the “slap on 
the back” of “Mr. Black” by Judge Her- 
man Purdy which made me owner of the 
junior champion Angus at the National 
Western Livestock Show. An even great- 
er memory for me to cherish came a lit- 
tle later when “Mr. Black” was named 
Grand Champion of the junior show. A 
glorious week followed, but finally “Mr. 
Black” and I had to part. As always, I 
think this is the worst part of 4-H. After 
parting with my steer, I returned home 
to my three new projects. Although they 
help make up for “Mr. Black,” I still 
miss him very much 


4-H is really more than the projects 
although this is very important. What 
4-H means can best be summed up in 
the 4-H slogan, motto, and pledge, by 
which we 4-H’ers live. Our slogan is 
“To win without bragging and to lose 
without squealing.” To us it means that 
if we have the wonderful experience of 
winning something, we can be proud, but 
not too proud, and that if we lose we don’t 
give up. We are even more encouraged 
to keep trying and to try even harder. 
Our motto, “To make the best better,” 
has somewhat the same meaning 
as the last part of the slogan. As 4-H’ers, 
we always have a goal to work for, and 
reaching this goal can be done only 
through the wish to improve on whatever 
we attempt. The pledge is also very 
important. It explains what we, as 
4-H’ers, promise to do, meaning that 
through our efforts to keep the pledge, 
we will become a more healthful, happy, 
and useful citizen. This pledge, the cor- 
nerstone of the great 4-H organization, 
is as follows: I pledge my Head to 
clearer thinking, my Heart to greater 
loyalty, my Hands to larger service, and 
my Health to better living for my club, 
my community, my country, and my 
world.

The 
Garrett homestead was about the halfway 
mark and he would stop for a drink and 
to rest in the shade.

Originally steer feeding was the major 
business on the Tolan Farms. Mr. 
Tolan’s father, John Tolan, was a big 
cattle feeder in the early years of this 
century. Although J. Garrett Tolan had 
been successfully breeding Aberdeen- 
Angus for some years, and had one of 
the top breeding bulls of his day in 
Prism, it was the acquisition in 1918 of 
an untried young bu!l that started the 
herd to its present world-wide promi- 
nence.

then the imported cow has had three 
daughters and two sons. 

The success of the Fincks in producing 
thick, rugged bulls, and their reception 
in the mid-west prompted them to try 
the Denver Bull sale in January. “We 
made up our minds to go after some 
of our older bulls that were already sold. 
The ones we took were not carrying much 
flesh but they sold very well. Now for 
1960 we are picking out bulls early,” 
Walter Finck said as we looked over a 
likely looking group running in a pas- 
ture. 

The Fincks do not believe in raising 
bulls under close confinement but rather 
in a pasture where they can get plenty 
of exercise and some grass. Nor do they 
believe in “corning” them too heavily. 
The growing ration consists of cracked 
corn and oats—50-50—while the bulls 
are on grass with bran and linseed pel- 
lets added in the winter. Plenty of exer- 
cise and not too much corn makes for 
well-muscled bulls, they believe, and 
bulls with good legs and sound feet. 

To show how the Finck operation is 
geared for bull production it was men- 
tioned that unless a cow produces a bull 
calf good enough for a “keeper” the 
cow goes to market. No cow is kept on 
the quality of her heifer progeny alone 
—she must be a bull producer. 

One strain of cows in the herd has 
been outstanding for its production of 
good bulls. In the spring of 1945 Finck 
Brothers bought at the El-Jon and Wil- 
ton Farm joint sale Elba Ebinasta H. 
llth, by Eric Bandolier 3d, for $625. 
She was bred to Elbamar 2d and she 
herself had been bred by Hoelscher 
Brothers of Iowa. This cow and her 
descendents have been outstanding in the 
production of bulls. The brothers recall 
that at the time their father was shocked 
by the price they gave for this founda- 
tion animal. 

Another cow that has been much 
ubove average as a producer is Miss 
Burgess E. 25th, a double granddaughter 
of Envious Blackcap B. 6th. She was 
secured in the John Speed Elliott dis- 
persion in Missouri. 

The Fincks plan to run a cow herd not 
larger than 60 head on their fertile 346 
acre corn belt farm. With bull sales car- 
rying the herd they feel they can put 
more good females into production than 
would be possible if many heifers were 
sold. And the culling program of “a good 
bull or out she goes” will also help hold 
down the size of the cattle operation.

not have been quite ready the first year, 
but it has given a good account of itself 
since. In 1954 it produced the grand 
champion female at the Indiana State 
Fair and the senior and reserve grand 
champion female of 1955. The grand 
champion female is in the producing 
herd and has had three top calves. A 
show herd is taken out every year to 
local shows and to Indianapolis. 

One of the impressive individuals seen 
in the herd was a young bull named 
Briarmere Eileenmere 210th, a son of 
Hileenmere 1508th and out of a dam by 
Kileenmere 999th.

OF MEAT BOARD DIRECTORS 

A. G. Pickett, Topeka, Kansas, was 
elected chairman of the directorate of 
the National Live Stock and Meat Board, 
Friday afternoon, June 19. The election 
was held during the business session of 
the Meat Board’s 36th Annual Meeting 
which was held at the Morrison Hotel 
in Chicago on Thursday and Friday. 
More than 400 representatives of all 
segments of the livestock and meat in- 
dustry from 38 states attended. Mr. 
Pickett, who represents the Kansas Live- 
stock Association on the Board, suc- 
ceeded R. J. Riddell, Peoria, Ill., who 
became vice-chairman. Mr. Riddell repre- 
sents the National Livestock Exchange 
on the directorate. Mark Knoop, Troy, 
Ohio, of the American National] Cattle- 
men’s Association, and Carl F. Neu- 
mann, Chicago, were re-elected treasurer 
and secretary-general manager respec- 
tively. 

R. B. Davis, Chicago, who is retiring 
after 36 years as director of the Depart- 
ment of Information of the Board, was 
honored at the Friday luncheon by the 
Board’s directorate and staff and also 
was presented a plaque by Prof. Wm. 
Loeffel of the University of Nebraska 
on behalf of the Reciprocal Meat Confer- 
ence, an organization of meat scientists 
and teachers. Mr. Davis has been the 
Board’s information director since the 
livestock and meat industry’s non-profit 
service organization came into being in 
1923. He is the first staff member to be 
employed by the Board which hag its 
national headquarters in Chicago. 

Reports and demonstrations were pre- 
sented during the two-day meeting on 
the Board’s nation-wide program of re- 
search, education and information on 
meat. 

Carl Malone, Choteau, Montana, was 
seated as a member of the Board’s direc- 
torate during the business session and 
Albert Mitchell, Albert, N. M., long-time 
member of the Board, was named as 
Honorary Director. Mr. Mitchell repre- 
sented the American National Cattle- 
men’s Association on the directorate for 
many years. Mr. Malone also is a repre- 
sentative of the cattlemen’s group. 

R. E. Cunningham, Omaha, Nebr., and 
Lloyd Needham, Sioux City, Iowa, were 
officially seated as members of the 
board of directors. Mr. Cunningham rep- 
resents the River Markets Group and 
Mr. Needham represents the National 
Independent Meat Packers Association. 
J. C. Holbert, Bettendorf, lowa, became 
a director succeeding Eugene Fitz, Mel- 
bourne, Iowa. Mr. Holbert represents the 
Iowa Livestock Council, one of the swine 
grower organizations on the Board’s 
directorate. Elton Berck, Lincoln, Nebr., 
replaced Rudolph Raabe, Wisner, Nebr. 
as the Farmers Union representative on 
the Board. 


HERD REFERENCE EDITION 
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Twelve Meat Industry Committees, es- 
tablished during the past year to serve 
the Board in an advisory capacity on the 
state level, were officially recognized 
during the executive session of the an- 
nual meeting. These state committees 
are in the states of Alabama, California, 
Idaho, Indiana, Kansas, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Ohio, Texas, Wisconsin, Wyo- 
ming and the New England States. Ac- 
tivities in the direction of organizing 
additional committees are currently 
under way in other states through the 
auspices of livestock and meat interests 
in those states. 


The state Meat Board advisory com- 
mittees provide an additional link be- 
tween the Board’s nation-wide program 
for meat and local activities in the in- 
terest of meat. 


The committees are being organized 
in line with a resolution passed at last 
year’s annual meeting to recognize such 
committees when organized in the indi- 
vidual states in compliance with policies 
set down by the Board. 


Organizations now represented on the 
Board’s 32-member directorate include 
lamb feeder associations, the National 
Society of Live Stock Record Associa- 
tions, the Kansas Livestock Association, 
the Texas and Southwestern Cattle 
Raisers Association, the National 
Grange, the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the National Wool Growers 
Association, swine growers’ associations, 
the American National Cattlemen’s As- 
sociation, the National Livestock Ex- 
change, the National Live Stock Pro- 
ducers Association, the Farmers Union, 
National Association of Livestock Auc- 
tion Markets, the River Markets Group, 
American Meat Institute, National In- 
dependent Meat Packers Association, 
National Association of Retail Grocers, 
National Association of Food Chains, 
Super Market Institute and the Nation- 
al Restaurant Association.

ALFALFA AND PROTEIN CAKE 
MADE CHEAPEST GAINS 

Beef calves fed either four pounds 
of alfalfa hay or one pound of 40 per 
cent protein cake made cheapest gains 
during winter and summer trials at the 
Fort Robinson, Nebraska Beef Research 
Station. 


These facts were reported by Walter 
Rowden, assistant superintendent of the 
Station, who spoke to stockmen attend- 
ing a Beef Improvement Conference. 


In several trials through the winter 
and subsequent summer on pasture, beef 
calves were fed alfalfa hay, 20 per cent 
protein cake and 40 per cent protein 
cake, Rowden said. 


Alfalfa hay was fed at these rates: 
four pounds, full-fed at about eight 
pounds per head daily on pasture and 
full-fed about twelve pounds per head 
daily in the drylot. Both 20 per cent 
and 40 per cent protein cake were fed at 
the rates of one pound and two pounds 
per head daily on pasture. 

“Largest winter gains were made by 
the group of ca)ves full-fed hay and the 
group fed two pounds of 40 per cent pro- 
tein cake,” Rowden reported. 

“However, the calves fed lesser 
amounts of hay and cake during the win- 
ter made enough greater gains the fol- 


lowing summer on pasture to offset their 
small winter gains.” 

“From the standpoint of cost, either 
four pounds of alfalfa hay or one pound 
of 40 per cent protein cake produced 
cheapest gains during the winter and 
summer periods combined,” he said. 

“A five per cent increase in the pro- 
portion of cows weaning a calf would re- 
sult in approximately an 11 per cent in- 
crease in the net income of the beef cat- 
tle producers,” said Dr. James N. Wilt- 
bank, animal physiologist at the Station. 

“This would be brought about by in- 
creasing the number of calves for sale 
and by decreasing the cost of producing 
each calf. Net income would also be in- 
creased if all calves were dropped in the 
first 30 to 40 days of a calving season,” 
he pointed out. 

“Both the female and male are im- 
portant in any consideration of increas- 
ing the calf crop or of achieving earlier 
calving. Semen is being collected from 
bulls and evaluated under the microscope 
periodically. Then certain bulls are be- 
ing bred to heifers in the feedlot. This 
will help us obtain criteria in evaluating 
semen and predicting breeding per- 
formance.” 

Major losses in the calf crop occur 
either because a cow does not become 
pregnant or because she loses a calf at

Measurements are being taken 
on the cow and calf to determine what 
causes difficult calving. Methods of 
synchronizing the estrus also are being 
studied.

Mid-Year Cattle Outlook 


A Report from the Fact Finding Com- 
mittee to the General Council, American 
National Cattlemen’s Association 


The build-up in cattle numbers has 
now been in progress for two full years. 
It began in mid-1957 when month-to- 
month slaughter figures for cows and 
calves dropped significantly below the 
liquidation rates of the preceding years. 
The momentum of the build-up is still 
increasing. This year upwards of 5 mil- 
lion head will be added to inventories — 
according to present indications — com- 
pared to last year’s 3.5 million. Prices 
to producers for all “beef” cattle sold 
this year may average $1 a cwt. above 
a year ago — a price probably $3 a ewt. 
higher than would prevail if current pro- 
duction and slaughter were in balance 
with no inventory increase. 


Serious students of the cattle industry 
are beginning to ask whether we are 
headed inevitably for another bust like 
1953. Such a bust is not inevitable. It 
can be avoided. The question is whether 
the necessary steps to prevent it will be 
taken by a sufficiently large number of 
producers. Present trends do make such 
a bust highly probable — in fact inevit- 
able if these trends run too long. 


Slaughter. Commercial slaughter of 
cattle for the first 4 months of this year 
was down 500 thousand head, or 6.5%, 
from a year ago. Commercial calf 
slaughter was down 727 thousand head 
or 21.8%. 


Because the cattle averaged 44 pounds 
heavier this year than last, and yielded 
a higher average dressing percentage 
(due to more fed cattle and fewer cows) 
the commercial output of beef was near- 
ly one per cent greater — even from the 
6.5% fewer cattle. 


Cow slaughter has declined to the 
lowest level for the corresponding 
months since the comparable period of 
rapid inventory increase in 1951 and 
1952. In March and April, for the first 
time since records are available — and

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probably for the first time in history — 
cow slaughter dropped below heifer 
slaughter. By contrast, fed-cattle have 
comprised an unusually larger propor- 
tion of total slaughter in recent months, 
a factor that explains the unusually high 
average dressing percentage which, in 
April, reached a record level of 57.8 per 
cent. These factors explain the com- 
paratively abundant supply of beef rela- 
tive to the recent rate of total slaughter. 


These slaughter patterns are typical 
of the phase of an inventory cycle where 
hold-back of breeding stock and expan- 
sion of numbers is proceeding at a peak 
rate. This is not to say that the present 
accumulation may not continue for an 
extended additional time. It is to say 
that the slaughter characteristics of a 
rapid expansion period now exist, and 
experience with past cycles tells us that 
they will not persist indefinitely. Cow 
and calf slaughter — as well as increased 
slaughter of less-finished steers and 
heifers—will turn upward again. When 
they do the total price structure for 
cattle will weaken. 


Imports. Imports of beef and veal — 
fresh, frozen, pickled and canned — 
reached a level for the first 4 months of 
this year 50 per cent above the corres- 
ponding period a year ago. However 
the quantity was somewhat below the an- 
nual rate of imports reached during the 
last half of 1958. New Zealand’s ship- 
ments of boneless cow beef, a major fac- 
tor in last year’s imports, are expected 
to decline this year due to a depletion of 
this type of cattle in the New Zealand 
herds. Australia, by contrast, will be in 
our market in greater degree, as a result 
of a revision of the Australian meat- 
trade agreement with Great Britain. 
Shipments to our market from Australia 
will probably more than offset any de- 
crease in New Zealand supplies. 


Still another change has occurred with 
respect to shipments to this country 
from Argentina. Last year the Argen- 
tine exported 60 million pounds of beef

This results from a U. S. D. A. ruling 
following upon research results showing 
that live virus can survive in such a 
product. Some of the Argentine beef we 
have been getting in pickled form will 
probably continue to come as canned 


beef. However, the Argentine is in a 
low period of total beef output, and her 
gross shipments this year are most 
likely to be less than in 1958. 

Imports of live cattle, both for slaugh- 
ter and feeding, were down over 40 per 
cent during the first 4 months of this 
year compared to last. Live cattle come 
into this country almost entirely from 
Canada and Mexico. Canadian shipments 
are expected to be down throughout the 
year because of a narrowed price spread 
between Canadian and U. S. markets. 
Mexican exports to the U. S. likewise 
promise to be less for this year because 


of a decree by the Mexican government 
in March that all export shipments must 
be licensed. The sum of imports from 
the two countries are almost certain to 


be less this year than in 1958.

cattle may be down for 1959 compared 
to last year by as much as the equiva- 
lent of a quarter-million head. 


Prices. In spite of total beef supplies 
that have been slightly above a year ago, 
prices for beef and cattle continue re- 
markably strong. The average retail 
price for all beef through the first quar- 
ter was about 4.5¢ a pound above the 
corresponding period of last year. A 
part of the reason is that the retail sup- 
ply in recent months has included an un- 
usually large fraction of fed beef, and 
less than the usual proportion of prod- 
ucts made from cow beef. This, however, 
is not the whole story. Consumer de- 
mand for, and preference for, beef con- 
tinues to be a major influence on the 
market. That a beef supply equal to or 
slightly above a year ago — and down 
only slightly on a per-capita basis — 
could sell for a 4 to 5 per cent higher 
retail price, in the face of about 17% 
more pork and 10% more broilers, is 
largely an expression of consumer de- 
mand and preference for beef. This fac- 
tor is contributing considerably to the 
fact that prices for all classes of cattle 
are holding at or above year-ago levels. 
Fed-cattle prices are relatively a little 
stronger than slaughter-cow prices — 
while the prices that are relatively the 
strongest compared to last year are for 
good and choice feeder calves. Assum- 
ing no increase in marketings caused by 
drought-forced liquidation, the prospect 
is for all cattle prices to hold well 
throughout the rest of this year. 


Another point, however, needs em- 
phasis. Considering cattle numbers and 
probable marketings, and also prospect- 
ive supplies of pork and poultry, it seems 
likely that 1959 will prove to be the high 
cattle-price year of this cycle. This es- 
timate, of course, could be wrong. The 
high of price might come next year. But 


the potential further gains from 1959 
levels are so modest, at best, that anyone 
holding cattle for further speculative 
price gain is certainly carrying a large 
and increasing risk which the market 
outlook does not seem to justify. 


And another point. Why are slaughter- 
cow prices no higher than they are? 
This class of cattle is currently selling 
for only slightly more than a year ago, 
even though we have been in the seasonal 
low of cow marketings. Quality fed- 
cattle are relatively stronger compared 
to last year, although the supply of fed 
beef is up while supplies of cow beef are 
down. 


Based on FIS slaughter, domestic pro- 
duction of cow beef in the first 4 months 
was 22 per cent below last year — and 
even when adjusted for pickled and 
fresh or frozen boneless beef imports, is 
still down from last year by 11 per cent. 
This might logically be expected to make 
slaughter-cow prices relatively stronger 
compared to fed cattle — but they are 
not. 


Two factors might contribute to the 
explanation. One is that retail prices 
for hamburger have been running 5 to 
6¢ a pound above the corresponding 
months of last year—and with increased 
supplies and lower prices for pork and 
poultry, a significant number of house- 
wives may have been drifting away 
(relatively) from hamburger. We do 
know that a tendency to substitute, when 
price differentials favor substitution, be- 
comes increasingly pronounced with time. 
The second factor is also a substitution. A 
private source which cannot be quoted 
has provided an estimate that the sau- 
sage making industry is now using about 
equal proportions of domestic cow beef, 
imported beef, and pork as overall sau- 
sage ingredients — compared to 60% 
domestic and 10% imported beef and

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30% pork three years ago. The reason 


for this substitution is price differential 
—just as it is for any substitution that 
housewives are doing. The combination 
of these two tendencies to substitute 
is probably lowering the relative level at 
which cow beef can sell. 


The history of past cycles indicates 
that relative marketings of cows, and 
prices for slaughter cows, are swing 
points of major cyclical changes. Wheth- 
er we are approaching such a swing 
point is not yet clear—but cow prices are 
not currently as relatively strong as 
other factors in the supply picture would 
lead one to expect. It is quite probable, 
moreover, that any significant increase 
in slaughter-cow marketings could cause 
a considerable price softening from pres- 
ent levels. 


The Numbers Build-Up. A U.S. D. A. 
analysis of the cattle outlook dated May 
12, 1959 presents two projections of cat- 
tle numbers and slaughter for the years 
1959 to 1965. One of these assumes 
“continued rapid expansion” and the 
other “slowing expansion”. With con- 
tinued rapid expansion cattle inventories 
are projected at 110 million head on Jan- 
uary 1, 1962. However, the projection 
indicates that total slaughter and beef 
production would reach record high 
levels beginning in 1961. Supplies would 
continue to increase from this level, and 
would reach 94.5 pounds in 1964. The 
U.S. D. A. states that “an output of this 
size would unquestionably result in a 
demoralized market for cattle” 


With “slowing expansion” the pro- 
jection indicates cattle numbers of 110 
million head on January 1, 1963, with 
peak beef supplies for the cycle at 90 
pounds per capita in both 1963 and 1964, 
Relative to this quantity the U.S. D. A. 
states that “such a supply would bring 
a sizable reduction in prices for cattle, 
but it might be unmanageable, as de- 
mand for beef seems still to be growing”’. 


If cattle increase 5 million head this 
year as now seems likely, the inventory 
next January will be nearly 102 million. 
Then, two additional years of 4 million 
head increases would bring an inventory 
of 110 million at January 1, 1962. These 
would be smaller annual increases than 
occurred in the comparable stage of the 
last cycle — whereas we actually have 
the capacity this time to increase the in- 
ventory even more rapidly than we did 
in the early 1950’s. It is our opinion that 
the U. S. D. A. is correct in their analy- 
sis — that “continued rapid expansion” 
will bring on a beef supply of unmanage- 
able proportions, and probably sooner 
than 1964. The six months ahead of us 
are critical in determining whether we 
will have continued rapid expansion or a 
far wiser slow-down in the expansion 
rate.

enough producers begin to cull down 

their cow herds this fall, next year’s calf 

crop could be proportionately checked 
and the excessive expansion that now is 
in progress could be slowed. 

Increased marketings of cows would 
result in somewhat lower cow prices dur- 
ing the coming fall months. Obviously 
no producer would like to see this hap- 
pen, or contribute to its happening. On 
the other hand, if the build-up continues 
5 million head or more per year, cow 
prices will drop sharply sometime in the 
next couple of years — and may well fall 
to 50 per cent of present levels after 
about two more years of rapid build-up. 
It would seem a lot better to begin to 
top out some cows at current prices than 
to wait until large numbers have to be 
liquidated in a downward price spiral. 

Many ranchers seem currently to be 
operating on a series of assumptions 
which include the following: 

1. “Beef cattle numbers are building up 

too fast to be healthy.” 

. “My few additional head make no 
difference one way or the other.” 
3. “There is still some time before a 

price break will occur.” And 

4. “I will liquidate down to a normal 

herd before the price break comes.” 

It’s true indeed that any individual 
producer is too small to have significant 
effect on the market. Thus he can ap- 


te 


propriately concern himself — and he 
should — with his own selfish best in- 
terests. 


But most producers, in carrying out 
their own best interests at this time 
would also be helping the industry as a 
whole. 

A producer, for example, who is hold- 
ing cattle for further speculative gain 
is now carrying a risk out of proportion 
with any further price increase he is 
likely to get above this year’s levels. 
This statement is based on the convic- 
tion that 1959 prices will be the peak — 
or certainly very close to the peak — of 
this inventory cycle. Thus speculative 
holdings of cattle might well be turned 
this year, thus eliminating a risk that is 
too great relative to any further specula- 
tive profits. 

Secondly there are producers who 
know they are overstocked relative to 
the normal and safe carrying capacity of 
their range. Feed supplies were un- 
usually abundant on many ranges during 
1957 and 1958. This stimulated in- 
creased stocking. But the millenium has 
not come. Most of this range will in-

evitably drop back to forage growth 
more in line with its long-time average. 
Present prices provide an opportunity 
for producers to get back in line with a 
more normal and safer rate of stocking 
and to reduce their debt, or increase 
their cash reserves, at the same time. 

Producers who have become over- 
extended financially are a third group 
who might logically use the strong mar- 
kets of 1959 to shrink back their herds 
and their financial risk to a point where 
they could live more at peace with their 
bankers. 

In summary, any producer who can 
tally his herd and be concerned with his 
capacity to carry his present number 
through times of either lower price or 
normal feed production, has now an un- 
usual opportunity to reduce his risks and 
improve his financial position. 

Those producers by contrast who per- 
sist in hanging on until they have 
skinned the last thin dime off this cy- 
clical boom, may well find themselves 
losing dollars instead of gaining dimes. 

If enough producers will recognize 
the precariousness of further rapid ex- 
pansion in cattle numbers — and move 
this year to check their own contribu- 
tions to it — any real bust in the cattle 
business in the next few years can be 
avoided. 

With the present strong and growing 
demand for beef, the present rate of 
cattle production could be balanced with 
slaughter — ineaning no inventory in- 
crease — at an average price close to 
$20 per hundredweight for all “beef” 
cattle sold by producers. While this is 
not as good as the nearly $23 that pro- 
ducers may average this year as a result 
of numbers held back for the inventory 
increase, it still is an attractive price 
which can make ranching a reasonably 
profitable business. Furthermore, it 
would be a sustainable price if inven- 
tories were not increased further, be- 
yond the amount which would keep pace 
with population growth — whereas pres- 
ent prices will bust if the cycle runs its 
normal course.

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RED-NOSE VACCINATION HAS 
BENEFICIAL SIDE EFFECTS 

Fort Collins—Cattle feeders who vac- 
cinate their animals against red-nose 
disease apparently can expect some ben- 
eficial side effects. Vaccinated animals 
aren’t likely to have as much trouble 
with secondary respiratory infections 
such as pneumonia and bronchitis as 
cattle which have not been immunized. 

The side benefits were indicated in a 
test at Colorado State University’s new 
animal disease isolation laboratory. Dr. 
J. R. Collier and Dr. T. L. Chow, both 
with the Coilege of Veterinary Medicine 
at CSU, conducted the test. 

The two scientists tested 16 Hereford 
heifers averaging 320 pounds in weight 
and with no history of respiratory dis- 
ease. The animals were divided into four 
lots. One was a control group, one was 
infected with a bacterial agent which 
produces pneumonia, one with red-nose 
virus, and one with both pneumonia und 
red-nose agents. 


Respiratory infections developed in all 
except the control lot. Animals in the 
lot infected by both red-nose and pneu- 
monia agents were not appreciably sick- 
er than cattle infected with pneumonia 
alone or red-nose alone. But animals in- 
fected with both diseases stayed sick 
longer than those infected with only 
one disease. 


The two researchers point out that the 
test indicates a definite relationship be- 
tween red-nose disease and the secondary 
infections. Red-nose, they say, apparently 
has a “triggering” effect which makes 
infected animals more susceptible to the 
secondary diseases. 


The research project was supported 
through grants from the Colorado Serum 
Company, Denver, and the Agricultural 
Research Service, USDA. The work 
was sponsored jointly by CSU’s College 
of Veterinary Medicine and its Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station.

CSU RESEARCHER ADVISES 
PHOSPHORUS SUPPLEMENT 
FOR RANGE CATTLE 

Fort Collins—Range cattle in the 
Great Plains area need phosphorus sup- 
plement during most of the time they’re 
on pasture. And even from mid-April to 
mid-July, when the range is in good 
shape under normal conditions, it may 
pay the plains cattleman to provide the 
supplement. 

“A 10-day dry spell during those three 
good months can reduce phosphorus con- 
tent of grasses below minimum needs of 
range cattle,” Ford Daugherty, associ- 
ate animal husbandman with the Colo- 
rado State University Experiment Sta- 
tion points out. 

Daugherty sees making the phosphor- 
us supplement available during the lush 
three months as a form of insurance. 
If the cattle do need phosphorus and the 
supplement is available they’ll get it. 
if they don’t need it, the supplement is 
still there for the time later in the 
grazing season when the need is certain 
to arise. 

He bases his recommendations on a 
three-year study at the Eastern Colo- 
rado Range Station, between Akron and 
Sterling. 

Daugherty’s tests showed that phos- 
phorus content of range grasses was 
as high as .25 to .30 of one per cent dur- 
ing the period when the grass was grow- 
ing most rapidly. On the other hand, 
phosphorus content dropped off sharply 
in mid-July and went as low as .10 of 
one per cent toward the end of the year. 

The most noticeable result of phos- 
phorus deficiency is a lowered concep- 
tion rate in the cow herd, Daugherty 
says. He notes that one of the major 
problems facing ranchers during the 
drouth of the 30’s was that most cow 
herds were suffering from lack of phos- 
phorus. As a result, per cent of calf crop 
dropped on most ranches. 

Since most ranchers in the plains area 
breed their cows in and _ around 
June, the phosphorus content of grasses 
is naturally sufficient for a breeding 
season of only about six weeks, he 
points out. 

To prevent phosphorus deficiency, 
Daugherty suggests providing an equal- 
parts mixture of steamed bonemeal and 
salt. A separate container of salt should 
also be located nearby.
